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The Chaplains in the Army

HE Chaplain Corps has been linked 

with our Army since the beginning of 
our Nation’s history. General George 
Washington issued the first call for 
American clergymen during the Revolu- 
tionary War. As 
the Army of the 
United States de- 
veloped through 
successive inter- 
vals of war and 
peace, chaplains 
increased in 
number and the 
significance of 
their contribu- 
tion to national 
defense became 
increasingly 
recognized. <A t 
the peak of 
World War II, 
31 July 1945, a 
total of 8171 
Army Chaplains were on active duty, Of 
this number, 78 were killed in action: 4 
met death in Japanese prison camps; 84 
died from natural causes while on 
duty; 261 were wounded in action; 37 
were released from enemy prisons. As of 
31 July 1947, 1,729 chaplains had received 
2,328 World War II decorations. 

The chaplain’s activities are deter- 
mined by the character of the organiza- 
tion he serves. The base hospital is the 
field of action for the chaplains of the 
medical regiment; the foxholes, jungles 
or hedges where the men of hig regiment 
are fighting, are the field of action for the 
chaplain of an infantry regiment; a river 
where a pontoon bridge is being repaired 
under shell fire is the field of action for 
the chaplain of an engineer regiment. In 
short, the chaplain is with his men where- 
ever they may be and whenever they 
need spiritual ministration and encour- 
agement, be it on land, sea or in the air, 
in combat, bivouac or at military installa- 
tions. 

Now that hostilities have ceased and 
the occupational hazards of the military 
have decreased, Army chaplains no longer 
need share with their men the emergen- 
cies of battle. The Chaplain’s concerns, 
however, change little with the cessation 
of hostilities. The Chaplain continues to 
arrange for and conduct religious serv- 
ices, provide moral counsel and religious 
ministrations, and encourage the growth 
of character and morale. The problems of 
morale and morality are ever present. 
calling for the utmost ability in counsel- 
ling and spiritual guidance from the chap- 
lains. It is a challenge which must be met 
with industry and intelligence, courage 
and prayer. The objectives of the chap- 
lain ultimately contribute to a more effi- 
cient Army, for it has been said that the 
truly great soldiers of all times have been 
those whose abilities have heen backed

Army Selection Boards 

Detailed instructions have been issued 
Army selection boards indicating by name 
and serial number the officer on the 
promotion list who, with all those senior 
to him, will be considered for selection 
for promotion to higher grade. The 
Boards will meet 1 Oct. 

The provisions of this message, as pre- 
viously announced in the War Depart- 
ment statement, do not apply to Air 
Corps officers, 

Following is the complete text of the 
directive: 

“1, Under the provisions of Public Law 381 
80th Congress, Officer Personnel Act of 1947, 
selection Boards will be convened at Wash- 
ington, D. C. on or about 1 October 1947 to 
recommend officers for promotion to perma- 
nent grades of Major General, Brigadier Gen- 
eral, and Colonel, Regular Army; to perma- 
nent grades of Major General, Brigadier Gen- 
eral, Colonel, Medical Corps, and Chaplain 
to permanent grades of Major General and 
Brigadier General, Dental Corps; and to 
permanent grade of Brigadier General, Vet- 
erinary Corps. The provisions of this mes- 
sage do not apply to Air Corps officers, 

“2. Names of following officers wil] be sub- 
mitted selection boards for consideration: 

a. For permanent grade of Major General, 
Regular Army: 

(1) All permanent Brigadier Generals. 

(2) All Officers of Army promotion list be- 
low permanent grade of Brigadier General 
who have held temporary grade of general 
officer and who will complete thirty (30) 
years of service for promotion purposes on or 
hefore 31 December 1947. This will include 
Brigadier General (Lt. Col.) Thomas F. 
Hickey 010382 and all officers senior to him 
who have served in temporary grade of gen- 
eral officer, 

bh. For permanent grade of Brigadier Gen- 
eral, Regular Army: 

(1) All permanent Colonels and all perma- 
nent Lieutenant Colonels of army promotion 
list who will complete thirty (30) years’ ser- 
vice for promotion purposes on or before 31 
December 1947. This will include Colonel 
(Lt. Col.) Thomas N. Stark, 010368 and all 
officers senior to him. 

(2) All permanent Lieutenant Colonels of 
Army promotion list who have held tem- 
porary grade of General Officer and who will 
complete 25 rears’ commissioned service for 
promotion purposes on or before 31 December 
1947. This will include Colonel (Lt, Col.)

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Permanent appointments to the grade 
of Captain—the first permanent appoint- 


promotion act — were announced this 
week by the Navy Department. 

The appointments were issued to offi- 
cers of the Regular Navy and Naval Re- 
serve serving in the temporary grade of 
Captain whose precedence is that of the 
Class of 1925 and senior, plus the 25 most 
senior members of the Class of 1926, and 
their Reserve contemporaries. 

The appointments were issued under 
authority of Section 304(d) of Public

With the swearing in of James For- 
restal as the Nation’s first Secretary of 
Defense, the Armed Forces of the United 
States were formally unified this week 
with the Army, Navy, and Air Force as 
co-equal members of the National Mili- 
tary Establishment. 

Secretary of the Army Royall and Sec- 
retary of Air Symington called a press 
conference 18 Sept. to discuss the basic 
plan set forth in the Army-Air Force 
Agreements as to the Initial Implementa- 
tion of the National Security Act of 1947, 
publication of which begins on page 51 
of this week's issue of the ARMY AND 
Navy JournNAL. The agreements, Secre- 
tary Royall said, have been forwarded 
to Secretary of Defense Forrestal with 
a proposed order which would make them 
effective. 

Mr. Forrestal was sworn in as Secre-

Plans for the swearing-in ceremony 
were completed hurriedly after an ex- 
change of communications with President 
Truman on board the USS Missouri. It 
had been decided prior to the President’s 
departure for Rio de Janeiro that Mr. 
Forrestal would be swarn in on or about 
15 Sept., or after the President’s return, 
unless all preliminary arrangements had 
been completed earlier. 

“Since all preliminary arrangements 
had been completed, it was decided to 
hold the swearing in ceremony in order 
to put into effect the provisions of the 
National Security Act at the earliest pos- 
sible time,” an official announcement 
stated. 

On board the Missouri, President Tru- 
man explained that the swearing-in was 
expedited because of the international 
situation. 

Secretary of War Kenneth Royall au- 
tomatically became Secretary of the 
Army. John L. Sullivan was sworn in 
as Secretary of the Navy, and W. Stuart 
Symington as Secretary of the Air F: ree 
in ceremonies in Secertary Royall's office 
on 18 Sept. Chief Jnstice Vinson adminis- 
tered the oaths of office. 

Inder Secretary of War Draper, who 
left Washington 14 Sept. on a tour of the 
Pacific ocenpation areas to orient bim- 
self on Pacific occupation problems, au- 
tematically became Under Secretary of 
the Army. Assistant Secretary W. John 
Kenney was appointed Under Secretary 
of the Navy.

Study New Retirement Plan 

A subcommittee of the Joint Service 
Pay Committee is studying possible re- 
vision of the existing system under 
which service personnel receive retired 
pay. At present, service personnel are not 
required to make direct contributions to 
the fund from which their retirement 
pay is disbursed. 

“Since the present system is non-par- 
ticipating, certain aspects may be con- 
sidered defective as compared with a par- 
ticipating plan,” Vice Adm. W. M. 
Fechteler, USN, senior member of the 
Pay Committee said. Te added: 

“While individuals at present do not 
contribute to the retirement fund by pay- 
roll deductions as is the case with the 
Civil Service, Foreign Service and the 
Congress, service retirement privileges 
have always figured in considerations of 
pay schedules. 

“The fact that service personnel do 
not contribute a definite percentage of 
their pay towards retirement has per- 
mitted widely varying estimates as to 
the valne of existing retirement rights. 
This in turn has been a factor in the 
reluctance of higher authority to support 
efforts looking to upward pay revisions 
in recent years.” 

tecnnse of the impact of the present 
retirement system on active duty pay, 
Admiral Fechteler pointed ont, every in- 
dividual contributes in effect, whereas 
only a part of the total ever receive re- 
tirement benefits. Those who are not re- 
tired, either through resignation § or 
death, forfeit their intangible contribu- 
tions, 

The present retirement system has no 
survivor benefits. An individual may 
have, in effect, contributed throngh a 
lowered active duty pay schedule during 
his entire active career, yet if he dies 
shortly after his retirement his survivors 
receive no benefits thereafter. 

“At present, the civilian components 
who serve on active duty for relatively 
short periods, compared to the career 
servicemen, are denied such provisions 
for old age as are available to their 
civilian counterparts in industry throngh 
Social Security.” Admiral Fechteler said. 

All studies of the problem have two 
basie safeguards, he explained: Any par- 
ticipating plan must be accompanied by 
an increase in pay at least sufficient to 
offset the contributions: and the equity 
which each individual now in the serv- 
ice has in retired pay under existing law 
must be preserved. 


Air Policy Studies 

Two air policy groups have begun hear- 
ings from which they hope to gauge the 
Nation’s present standing in aviation and 
to make recommendations that will serve 
as a guide in formulating a National Air 
Policy. 

The President's Air Policy Commission, 
which will include “utilization of aircraft 
by the Armed Services” among its studies, 
has held two sessions, and will resume 
hearings next week. It has announced 
that “views of the Army and Navy with 
respect to National Security will be given 
the Commission in later executive ses- 
sions by high ranking officers of the air 
services.” 

Vice Adm. Emory S. Land, USN-Ret., 
wartime head of America’s merchant ma- 
rine, appearing on 15 Sept., stated, in 
part: 

“The military services should rely upon 
the civilian air transport system to provide 
the military air transport service necessary 
in time of National Emergency but should 
maintain during time of peace a nuclear mili- 
tary transport service having as its purpose 
the servicing of bases not served by civilian 








air transport, the design and development of 
new transport equipment, and experimenta- 
tion with new operating techniques.” 

The Congressional Joint Air Policy 
Committee called for by Public Law 287 
held its organization meeting this week. 
The Committee consists of Senators 
Brewster (R-Me.), chairman; Hawkes 
(R-N.J.), Capehart (R-Ind), Johnson (D- 
Colo.), MeFarland (D-Ariz.), and Repre- 
sentatives Hinshaw (R-Calif.), vice 
chairman; Wolverton (R-N.J.), Stefan 
(R-Neb.), Bulwinkle (D-N.C.), and Kil- 
day (D-Tex.). 





Gen. Bliss on Pacific Tour 


Maj. Gen, Raymond W. Bliss, MC, USA, 
Surgeon General of the Army, leaves San 
Francisco this afternoon with the subcom- 
mittee of the House Committee on Armed 
Services headed by Representative W. 
Sterling Cole (R-N.Y.), for an inspection 
tour of medical facilities in the Pacific 
area. 

General Bliss is accompanied by his 
executive officer, Col. Howard Doan, MC, 
USA, and also in his company are Capt. 
Maurice E. Browder (TIC), USN, and 
Capt. James PB. Hall, USMC. Because of 
the joint representation of this group, it 
is believed that they will consider the 
feasibility of effecting joint use of medi- 
“al facilities, or of combining them into 
a single medical service. 

The party will visit Honolulu three 
days, stop at Kwajalein, then to Guam 
for three days, Tokyo seven days, thence 
to Seoul, Korea, Tsingtao, Shanghai, 
Okinawa, Manila three days, and then 
return to the United States by way of 
Guam and Kwajalein, with an arrival 
date tentatively set at 26 Oct. 





Trieste Incident Averted 


Resolute defiance shown Yugoslav 
troops by young U. S. Army officers and 
their men this week averted what ap- 
peared to be a projected coup of the An- 
glo-American zone of the Free Territory 
of Trieste, which was established with 
new boundaries under the peace treaty 
with Italy. 

A Yugoslav force estimated at 2,000 men 
demanded entry into the Anglo-American 
zone, but were held off by the courageous 
stand of 1st Lt. William Van Dyke Ochs, 
jr., and Ist Lt. Lyle FE. Lenhart, and a 
company of 500 American troops. 


Lieutenant Ochs, the company com- 
mander, repeatedly told the officer in com- 
mand of Yugoslav forces, “I am going to 
stay right here.” British Maj. Gen. Ter- 
rence S. Airey, commander of Western 
Allied troops in Trieste, lauded the action 
of the Americans, stating: “The firmness 
and tact of the American commander of 
the company avoided bloodshed and a 
breach of the treaty.” 

At another American post, Capt. George 
W. Buser, USA, was notified that his 
forces should withdraw 100 yards. Cap- 
tain Buser called for support from mobile 
light cannon, and no move was made by 
the Yugoslavs. 

Captain Ruser was a member of the 
Pennsylvania National Guard and entered 
the Army as Corporal. After OCS at Fort 
Riley, he was commissioned in March 
1942. He is a combat infantryman, hav- 
ing served in the ETO during 1944-45. 
Lieutenant Ochs, who commanded the 
American company at Trieste, entered 
the Military Academy with the Class of 
1942, but, after suffering a football in- 
jury, did not graduate. He was commis- 
sioned in the Infantry in 1945. Lieuten- 
ant Lenhart is a Captain, Inf.-Res., who 
entered the Army as an enlisted man and 
was commissioned in 1944 following OCS. 


President Aboard Missouri 


President Truman has been learning 
the ways of the sea and of seagoing men 
through first-hand experiences on the 
battleship USS Missouri, returning to the 
United States from the Inter American 
Defense Conference. He made to trip to 
Brazil in an Army airplane. 

Almost each day aboard the 57,000-ton 
battleship has been eventful for the Presi- 
dent, who was accompanied by Mrs. Tru- 
man, daughter Margaret, and others of 
the White House staff. Highlight of the 
trip was Mr. Truman’s initiation as a 
shellback when the Missouri crossed the 
Equator on 11 Sept. 

After departure from Rio de Janeiro on 
7 Sept., events aboard the Missouri have 
occurred in this order: 

10 Sept.—After picking up a distress call 
asking medical aid, the Missouri transferred a 
doctor and pharmacist’s mate by breeches buoy 
to the destroyer USS Small, all within 35 
minutes. Later, the Small returned with an 
ailing merchant seaman and transferred the 
medical party back to the Missouri. 

11 Sept.—The President appeared before 
King Neptune in answer to a summons, and 
was initiated as a shellback. Mrs. Truman 
escaped punishment, but Margaret Truman 
was required to sing “Anchors Aweigh” with 
a sextet of polliwog seamen. 

13 Sept.—With the commanding officer of 
the Missouri, Capt. Robert Lee Dennison, USN, 
the President participated in the weekly Sat- 
urday inspection, and walked through the en- 
tire ship. 

14 Sept.—The President attended the Mis- 
souri’'s church services, conducted by Comdr. 
Lawrence R. Schmeider, (ChC) USN, and 
heard music by the band under Bandmaster 
William H. Sorrell. 

15 Sept.—The Missouri held gunnery prac- 
tice with its 16-ich guns, firing 11 shells weigh- 
in 2,700 pounds apiece at a target astern of the 
Destroyer USS Dyess. Although the President 
had been promised a chance to fire one of the 
forward guns, the portable latch mechanism 
failed to operate. 

The President also witnessed catapulting 
and recovery of two planes at the stern. Mr. 
Truman commented, “some show.” 

16 Sept.—In gunnery practice with 40-mm. 
anti-aircraft guns, the Missouri downed one 
drone airplane, but four other drones flew so 
badly that the Missouri’s guns could not be 
brought to bear on them. 

The Missouri was to arrive in Norfolk 
yesterday, 19 Sept. In the President’s 
party were his chief of staff, Fleet Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, USN, military 
and naval aides, Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughn, AUS, and James H. Foskett, 
USN; and his personal physician, Brig. 
Gen. Wallace Graham, AUS. 





National Guard Convention 

The National Guard Association of the 
United States held its 69th Annual Con- 
ference at Columbus, Ohio, 17 to 20 Sept. 
Agenda of the conference included 43 
subjects, among which were system of 
promotion, age-in-grade policy, pay of 
Air Corps National Guard personnel in- 
jured or disabled. pay of general officers 
and the status of the National Guard 
Bureau under unification. 

Among the principal speakers were 
many National (G:nard general officers 
and War Department and Army com- 
manders, including General Jacob L. 
Devers, commanding general of the AGF: 
Lt. Gen. J. Lawton Collins, Deputy Chief 
of Staff: Maj. Gen. Manton S. Eddy, 
Chief of Information, War Department : 
Maj. Gen. E. FE. Partridge. Assistant 
Chief of Air Staff-3: Lt. Gen. Raymond 
S. MeLain, War Department Special 
Staff: Maj. Gen. Robert S. Reigchtler, 
Secretary of War’s Personnel Roard: Lt. 
Gen. LeRoy Lutes, Director of Service, 
Supply and Proenrement, War Depart- 
ment General Staff: Maj. Gen. Kenneth 





Bureau; Brig. Gen. John FE. Dahlquist, 
Deputy Director, Personnel and Adminis. 
tration Division, War Department Gen- 
eral Staff; Lt. Gen. Walton II. Walker, 
commanding general of the Fifth Army, 

General Devers, addressing the As- 
sociation 19 Sept., said: 

“The first element of the National Guard's 
development in point of time and importance 
is recruitment, Your two-months’ program of 
intensified recruiting now under way, known 
as the National Guard Assembly, is well 
planned and should accomplish its objective 
if all of you support this program to the 
best of your ability, Voluntary enlistment in 
the Natinonal Guard, as well as in the Regu 
lar Army, brings men to the service of their 
country who willingly submit their time and 
effort to the task of national preparedness. 
The morale and interest of these men are 
correspondingly high and they will serve 
their country well. 

“But the thought occurs to me, ‘Will a 
voluntary enlistment program be enough? 
Your expressed goal in the National Guard 
is to have a force of 682,000 men by 1951. Now, 
at the risk of sounding pessimistic, but with 
the avowed purpose of being a hard and fast 
realist, I take the position that Universal 
Military Training is the ultimate answer to 
the recruiting problem.” 

General Collins emphasized that the 
civilian components must be strong, The 
actual size of the Army—less Air Force 
— he said, is 670,000. 





Gen. Lee To U. S. 

Lt. Gen. John C. H. Lee, USA, was re- 
lieved as commander of U. S. Forces in 
the Mediterranean Theater, and _ left 
Frankfurt by air on 17 Sept. for the 
United States, where he will retire from 
the Army and devote himself to helping 
“people quit fighting each other.” 

General Lee was relieved at Mediter- 
ranean headquarters in Leghorn by Maj 
Gen. Lawrence C. Jaynes, USA, who has 
served as Deputy. General Lee was to 
return to the United States by way of 
Scotland, Iceland, and Washington. He 
has served in the Army 42 years. 

Maj. Gen. Ira T. Wyche, USA, Inspec- 
tor General of the Army, returned to 
Washington 14 Sept. following his inspec- 
tion of General Lee’s Mediterranean 
command. The War Department said 
that several days would be required for 
the Inspector General to prepare his re 
port. Upon its completion, it will be for- 
warded to the Chief of Staff. When ac- 
tion on the report is completed, the War 
Department will announce the findings 
and action to be taken. 

Since late August, it was disclosed this 
week, General Lee has had the services 
of a special public relations counsel, who 
was sent to Italy to help handle public 
relations in the MTO soon after publi- 
cation of dispatches criticizing General 
Lee’s command. 

The public relations counsel is Luther 
Reid, who was recalled to active duty for 
this assignment. He had previously served 
as a lieutenant colonel in the press 
branch of the War Department.

TPON ratification of the National 

Security Act of 1947 the Secretary of 
War issued instructions for the submis- 
sion of agreements on the separation of 
the Air Force from the Army. On the 
basis of the Hall Board report and sub- 
sequent studies General of the Army 
lowight D. Eisenhower, Chief of Staff, 
and General Carl Spaatz, commanding 
general of the Army Air Forces, directed 
their staffs to prepare jointly the basic 
policies upon which the United States 
\ir Force would be established separate 
from the Army. 

Following is the text of the first four 
sections of Army-Air Force agreements 
aus to the initial implementation of the 
National Security Act: 

SECTION 1, BASIC POLICY AGREEMENTS 
1. Service Support—Service support of the 
\ir Force by the Army will continue substan 
tially as now constituted, Each department 
wil) make use of the means and facilities of the 
other department in all cases where economy 
consistent with operational efficiency will re- 
sult. Except as otherwise mutually agreed 
upon, cross-servicing and cross-procurement 
1s now in effect will continue until modified 
hy the Secretary of Defense. 

2, Organic Services—Where service units are 
an organic part of an Air Force group or 
wing, they will, in general, be Air Force 
units; service units not an organic part of an 
\ir Force group or wing and which perform 
a service essentially common to the Air Force 
and to the Army, such as engineer battalions 
or signal companies, will, in general, be Army 
units .attached for duty to the Air Force. 
Application of this policy to specific units 
can only be determined by full consideration 
of the particular composition and function of 
the unit and its relationship to the organi- 
zational structure of the Air Foree, A unit 
such as the Air Force Band, because of its 
peculiar relationship to the U. 8, Air Force 
will be an Air Force unit. Chaplains and 
medical personnel will remain with the 
Army. These same principles, with a detailed 
inalysis of the particular field of service ac- 
tivity involved, will determine which indi 
vidual positions should be filled by Air Force 
officers and which should be filled by Army 
officers attached for duty. 

%. Regular Army Officers—A total of 20,000 
Regular Army commissions will be allotted 
to the Air Force for Regular Air Force offi- 
cers, Regular commissions for officer person- 
nel whose basic branch is other than Air 
Force, and who are attached for duty with 
the Air Force as individuals, or with Army 
units providing services to the Air Force, 
will be ineluded in the 30,000 allotted to the 
\rmy. 

1. Troop Basis—a. The United States Air 
Force will earry personnel of the United 
States Army attached as individuals or as 
units providing services solely to the Air 
Foree, in the Air Force Troop Basis, The 
Army and the Air Force Troop Bases will be 
mutually adjusted to accomplish this ob 
jective, 

b, The United States Air Force will include 
in its budget, funds for the personnel and 
units included in the Air Force Troop Basis, 
in accordance with paragraph a above. 

«. The United States Army will carry the 
(. S. Army personnel and units described in 
paragraph a above in a separate section of 
the Army Troop Basis as a matter of infor- 
mation, However, to prevent duplication, they 
will not be included within the Army Troop 
basis for budget estimating purposes. 

d. Organization and Training Division, War 
Department General Staff, and the Assistant 
Chief of Air Staff-3 will adjust troop spaces 
between the Army and the Air Force prompt- 
ly as agreements for the separation of func- 
tions are resolved with the view of the publi- 
cation of Army and Air Force Troop Pro- 
vrams and Troop Bases simultaneously at 
the earliest practicable date. 

SECTION II, AGREEMENTS ON PERSON- 
NEL AND ADMINISTRATIVE FUNCTIONS 
|. Policies, Regulations, Circulars, ete. — 
Pending establishment of an agency within 
the Office of the Secretary of Defense or the 
Joint Staff of the Joint Chiefs of Staff for 
the promulgation of personnel policies, new 
policies and changes to existing policies con- 
cerning personnel will be coordinated be- 
tween the two Departments by the initiating 
Department. Until changed in accordance 
with this procedure, present policies, regu- 
lations, circulars, ete, will remain in effect 
and be implemented individually by the re- 
spective Departments. 

2. Central Examining Stations and Induction 
Stations—The United States Army will op- 
erate these installations. The United States 
Air Force will furnish a proportional share 
of the personnel needed for their operation 
‘mn accordance with space allocations as de- 
termined by the Department of the Army and 
the Department of the Air Force. 

3. Career Guidance Plan for Warrant Officers 
and Enlisted Men—a. The Army (The Ad- 








jutant General) will complete the job analy- 
sis program. To handle the analysis of pure- 
ly Air Force type jobs the Air Force will 
furnish the necessary personnel. 

b. The Army, in conjunction with the Air 
Force, will complete the Enlisted Efficiency 
Report Project. 

ec. The Army, in conjunction with the Air 
Force, will complete the Enlisted Qualifica- 
tion Record Project. 

d. The Army will complete the MOS Pro- 
ficiency Tests for all jobs not strictly Air 
Corps type jobs. The Air Force will complete 
the Tests for strictly Air Corps type jobs. 

e. The Army and the Air Corps wilil each 
develop their own promotion and assignment 
procedures, 

4. Central Welfare Fund—The Air Force will 
receive a proportionate share of the Central 
Welfare Fund. The recommended share to be 
determined by the Central Welfare Board 
and presented to the Chiefs of Staff. United 
States Army and United States Air Force for 
approval. 

5. Safety—Pending the establishment of a 
Safety Agency by the Secretary of Defense, 
the Safety Branch, Personnel and Administra- 
tien Division, War Department Gereral Staff 
will continue as the coordinating agency for 
ground safety in the two Departments. 
Pending the establishment of 
a Joint Arimy-Navy-Air Force Decorations 
Board, the War Department Decorations 
Board will continue to pass on all awards, 
except the Distinguished Flying Cross and 
the Air Medal, for members of both Depart- 
ments, Air Force officers will continue to 
serve on the War Department Decorations 
Board as long as it acts for both Depart- 
ments. 

7. Dependent Schools—From money appro- 
priated for the operation of such schools in 
the United States, the United States Air Force 
will receive a proportionate share, based on 
the number of students, for the operation of 
schools on Air Force installations. Overseas 
theater commander will handle such funds 
for all personnel within his theater. 

8. Graduates of the United States Military 
Academy—Until an Air Force Academy is 
established, the United States Air Force will 
receive a proportion of each graduating class 
of the Military Academy, These graduates 
will be transferred to the United States Air 
Force upon graduation and will remain as- 
signed to the Air Force regardless of their 
ability to complete flying training. The per- 
centage of each class to be so transferred 
will be determined by the Director of Or- 
ganization and Training and the Assistant 
Chief of Air Staff-3. 

9. Special Services—The United States Air 
Force will furnish qualified officers for duty 
with the Special Service Division and those 
Special Service agencies which furnish com- 
mon services in accordance with space alloca- 
tions as determined by the Department of 
the Army and the Department of the Air 
Force. 

a, The Army Motion Picture Service will 
continue to service both Departments as at 
present, 

b. The Army Exchange Service will con- 
tinue to service both Departments as at 
present. 

c. The United States Air Force will promul- 
gate its own policies with regard to recrea- 
tional athletics and other recreational ac- 
tivities. 

d, The United States Air Force will estab- 
lish their own procedures pertaining to non- 
appropriated funds, including disposition 
and expenditures of dividends from the Mo- 
tion Picture Service and the Exchange 
Service. 

e. The Army will procure, store and dis- 
tribute to both Departments all Special Serv- 
ice supplies purchased from appropriated 
funds. 

f. Special Service Division will continue 
to be the agency for liaison with outside 
welfare agencies, such as USO, Red Cross, etc. 

g. The United States Air Force will utilize 
Army Special Service training facilities, such 
as the Special Service School. 

h. The United States Air Force will sup- 

ply their own Special Service officers. 
10, Transfer and Detail of (Perseonnel—a. All 
officers who hold commissions in the Air 
Corps, Regular Army; Air Corps, Reserve; 
and Air Corps, AUS, are transferred to the 
Department of the Air Force, All warrant offi- 
cers and enlisted men now under the com- 
mand, authority or jurisdiction of the Com- 
manding General, Army Air Forces, are 
transferred to the United States Air Force 
except these: 

(1) Assigned to units listed in inclosure 1. 
(deleted, but consisting of common service 
type units). 

(2) Assigned to units, organizations or in- 
stallations organized from bulk authoriza- 
tions which furnish medical service. 

(3) Assigned to medical duties in Air Force 
units, 

b. Any individual, assigned to the Army, 
in accordance with paragraph 10 a, (1), (2) 
and (3) above, whose original enlistment was 
for assignment to the Air Corps or Army Air 


6. Decorations 





Forces may submit a written request to the 
Chief of Staff, U. 8. Air Forces, prior to 1 
July 1949, requesting transfer to the Depart- 
ment of the Air Force. 

c. Any individual transferred as a result 
of 10a above who does not desire such trans- 
fer shall submit a written request, prior to 1 
July 1949, through channels to the Chief of 
Staff, United States Army, asking for trans- 
fer to the Department of the Army. 

d. Any individual, other than those specl- 
fied in 10a above, who desires transfer to the 
United States Air Force may submit a re- 
quest through channels, prior to 1 July 1949, 
to the Chief of Staff, United States Air Force. 

e, After the separation of the United States 
Air Force from the United States Army, per- 
sonnel of each Department may be “attached 
for duty with” the other Department. Such 
personnel will be attached for a_ specific 
length of time for a specific purpose, but 
while so attached for duty will be under the 
command and jurisdiction of the Chief of 
Staff of the Department to which attached, 

f. Until 1 July 1948 officers of the Army 
may be detailed in the United States Air 
Force to undergo flight training. After this 
date no such details will be permitted, For 
personnel of the Army now detailed to the 
Army Air Force or Air Corps, except those 
undergoing flight training, and personnel of 
the Air Corps detailed in another branch, 
one of the following actions will be taken: 

(1) The detail terminated and the indi- 
vidual “attached for duty with” the appro- 
priate Department, 

(2) The detail terminated and the indi- 
vidual returned to his basic Department. 

(3) The detail terminated and the indi- 
vidual transferred to the appropriate De- 
partment. 

g. Air Force personnel now on duty with 
the Army will be relieved from such duty 
over a two-year period ending 30 June 1949, 
until the number remaining on such duty is 
equal to the number agreed upon by the two 
Departments. Similar action will be taken for 
Army personnel now on duty with the Army 
Air Force, 

h. Personnel engaged in joint Army-Air 
Force missions or activities will remain as- 
signed to their parent Department notwith- 
standing the fact either Department may be 
charged with the accomplishment or super- 
vision of the joint mission or activity. Each 
Department will, furnish a proportionate 
share of the operating personnel for joint 
or common installations or activities in ac- 
cordance with space allocation as determined 
by the Department of the Army and De- 
partment of the Air Force. 

i, Personnel of the Women’s Army Corps, 
both officer and enlisted, on duty with the 
Army Air Force will remain assigned to the 
United States Army pending the enactment of 
appropriate legislation establishing pro- 
cedures for the appointment and enlistment 
of women in the United States Air Force. 


SECTION Ill, AGREEMENTS ON 
INTELLIGENCE FUNCTIONS 

The following functions will be assumed by 
the Air Force at mutually agreeable dates: 
1. Mapping and Photography—a. Mainte- 
nance of liaison with all map and photo pro- 
ducing agencies of the U. 8. Government. 

b. Maintenance in accessible form of gen- 
eral information on map, chart, photographic 
and geodetic activities for the Air Force, 

ec. Receive requests for and prepare direc- 
tives for and supervise the execution of pro- 
grams for the procurement of all reconnais- 
sance photography, required by Air Force 
and other agencies for photo interpretation. 
Maintain centralized file of photographic re- 
connaissance requests. 

d. Receive requests for, prepare directives 
for and supervise the execution of programs 
for the procurement of all aerial photograph- 
ic, aerial charting and geodetic control ma- 
terial required by the Air Force. 

e. Recommend degree of classification and 
monitor release of aerial mapping and in- 
telligence photographic material under pre- 
scribed security regulations. 

f. Procure for the Air Force from foreign 
sources aerial photography, charts and chart 
information, utilizing the Air Attache sys- 
tem. 

2. Foreign Liaison—Provide official liaison 
between military representatives of foreign

governments and the Department of the Alr

3. Counter Intelligence Corpe—The function of 
the Counter Intelligence Corps as it applies 
to the Department of the Air Force will be 
assumed by the Air Force prior to 31 De- 
cember 1947 in the Z/I and on 1 July 1948 
overseas, The transfer of functions will be 
as follows: 

a. With the Z/I: 

(1) Officer Personnel—Alr Force officers on 
duty with the Army CIC and Army CIC 
officers on duty with Air Force or Air Force 
CIC units will be relieved of present assign 
ment and be reassigned within their own de 
partments on a schedule mutually agreeable 
to the CIC and the Department of the Air 
Force. 

(2) Enlisted Personnel—Enlisted person- 
nel, subject to their consent, will be trans- 
ferred to the department with which serving. 
In the event that individual consent ig not 
obtained, personnel wil] be reassigned with- 
in their proper departments forthwith. 

(3) Procurement—Effective immediately the 
Air Force will procure its personnel under 
its own specific standards, 

(4) Training 

(a) The CIC Center, Camp Holabird, will 
continue to train personnel for the Air Force 
until further orders, In order for the Air 
Force to participate in this training, the Air 
Force will furnish a share of the staff and 
instructional and civilian personnel commen- 
surate with the proportion of Air Force 
trainees to the total number of trainees. 
Space authorizations for officers, enlisted men 
and civilians will be transferred to the Air 
Force and personnel will remain on duty at 
Camp Holabird in accordance with the above 
proportion, 

(b) In the event that the Air Force de- 
cides to separate the training function from 
the Army, one year’s notice will be given. 

(5) The control, administration, supply and 
policy direction of the 700th CIC Detachment 
will pass to the Air Force prior to 31 De- 
cember 1947. 

(6) Supply 

(a) Items of equipment and supply au- 
thorized in T/O&E 30-500, Counter Intelli- 
gence Corps Detachment, will be procured, 
stored, and issued in a manner established 
for T/O&E supply. 

(b) The procurement and storage of items 
of special investigative equipment and supply 
not included in T/O&E 30-500 will continue 
to be a function of CIC Supply Depot, Camp 
Holabird, until further orders. 

(c) Basic annual requirements will be sub- 
mitted separately by CIC of the Departments 
of the Army and Air Force effective for the 
Fiscal Year 1950, 

(d) Research and development of special 
investigative equipment and techniques will 
continue to be a function of CIC, Department 
of the Army, until further orders, 

b. Overseas—Plans will be issued at a later 
date concerning the separation of CIC over- 
seas. 

c, General 

(1) Present credentials, issued in block will 
be used until further notice, 

(2) CIC property in the possession of Air 
Force units will be transferred to the Air 
Force. 

4. Command Functions—Security and Counter 
Intelligence — The command functions per- 
taining to Security and Counter Intelligence 
will be assumed by the Air Force ag follows: 

a. The assumption of responsibility for 
the following type investigations will be 
completed by Air Force prior to 31 Decem- 
ber 147. 

(1) Air Force civilian personnel (does not 
include special investigations of civilian per- 
sonnel required by Executive Order 9835 nor 
distribution of investigation personnel to be 
provided therefor, This to be covered at a 
later date) 

(2) Review of Public Law 808 cases. 

b. The assumption of responsibility for the 
following type investigations will be com- 
pleted by the Air Force prior to 1 July 1048.

(b) Personnel 

(3) Maintenance of records of Air Force

New Assignment Policy 


The War Department has announced 
a new assignment policy under which al] 
officers of the Regular Army will be re 
quired, so far as practicable, to serve one 
tour of duty with one of the civilian com. 
ponents. 

The statement of new policy appears 
in Section V, War Department Circular 
246, the text of which follows: 

“1. General.—In any war or national emer. 
gency the officers and men of the Civilian 
components (ORC, ROTC, and NG) will com 
prise the bulk of any U. §S. fighting force 
To insure that Regular Army officers are fa 
miliar with the problems, state of training, 


and psychological outlook of these compo 
nents the following policy is announced. 
“2. Assignment policy.—So far as prac 


ticable, all Regular Army officers will be re 
quired to serve one tour of duty with one 
of the civilian components, i. e., the Organ 
ized Reserve Corps, Reserve Officers’ Train 
ing Corps, and the National Guard; except 
that this policy does not constitute a re- 
quirement on officers of the Judge Advocate 
General's Department, Finance Department, 
or the Corps of Chaplains. Repeat assignments 
will not be ordered with the same civilian 
component and so far as availability of per- 
sonnel qualified for this type of duty will 
permit, second assignments with civilian com 
ponents will be avoided”.

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Navy Industrial Association 

The operation of the Nayvy’s fleet and 
shore establishments during 1948, fiscal 
policies, industrial mobilization planning, 
und procurement regulations will be ex- 
plained by Navy Department officials at 
the annual meeting of the Navy Indus- 
trial Association in New York on 24 Sept. 

An afternoon session in the Waldorf 
Astoria Hotel is designed to acquaint rep- 
resentatives of American industry with 
the manner in which the Navy will be op- 
erated during the next fiscal year, to 
enumerate some of the problems to be 
met, and to provide direct answers to 
many current questions regarding policy 
and procedure. 

The Navy Industrial Association is 
composed of over 400 industrial concerns 
who have joined together to effect a per- 
manent program of cooperation with the 
Navy. 

The NIA meeting will be climaxed by 
the annual banquet on the evening of 24 
Sept., at which Secretary of Defense For- 
restal and Senator Leverett Saltonstall 
(R-Mass.) will be principal speakers. C. 
(, Felton, vice president and assistant to 
the chairman of the board of Revere Cop- 
per and Brass, Inc., will preside at the 
dinner, 

At the afternoon session, four flag offi- 
cers, each an authority in his field, will 
present the latest information on Navy 
Department plans, 

Rear Adm. C. D. Glover, jr., Assistant 
Chief of Naval Operations (Strategic 
I'lans), has chosen as his subject “What 
Our Navy Will Be and Will Do in 1948.” 
Admiral Glover will discuss fleet disposi- 
tions and the operation of shore installa- 
tions in 1947-48. 

Vice Adm. R. B. Carney, Deputy Chief 
of Naval Operations (Logistics), will 
speak on “Navy Money for Today, M- 
Day, and M-Plus.” Admiral Carney will 
explain budgetary planning, industrial 
mobilization planning and the implica- 
tions of new appropriations. 

Rear Adm. C. E. Braine, Deputy Chief, 
Material Division (Production Policy), 
whose subject is “‘The Navy’s Part in In- 
dustrial Mobilization Planning,” will out- 
line the Navy's activities in industrial mo- 
bilization planning during the last six 
months and will discuss the current proj- 
ects of the Navy Department in this field. 

Rear Adm. M. L. Ring, Deputy Chief, 
Material Division (Procurement Policy), 
will speak on “The Navy's Procurement 
Problems for 1947-48.” Admiral Ring will 
discuss the procurement problems antici- 
pated in the application of the unification 
law. In view of the transition from full 
war purchasing powers to the provisions 
of the new procurement bill, Admiral 
Ring will explain the effect of the new 
hill on the business relations of the Navy, 
the legal and administrative restrictions 
which will govern the activity of Navy 
purchasing officials and the new procure- 
ment policies and regulations which will 
prevail. He will discuss many of the 
matters which have been and are cur- 
rently being submitted to the Associa- 
tion’s procurement policy committee. 
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The Chiefs of Bureaus of the Navy De- 
partment and the heads of the principal 
Navy offices have been invited to be pres- 
ent at the afternoon conference and will 
bring with them their top-flight technical 
advisors. Following the formal discussion 
the meetng will be open for genera] dis- 
cussion and questions from the floor after 
which the speakers, the bureau chiefs 
and their representatives will be avail- 
able for informal group discussions with 
any industrialists who care to join them. 

Ramsey, executive vice president 
of the Worthington Pump and Machinery 
Corporation and President of NIA, will 
preside over the afternoon session at 
which Navy officers will speak.

Jet Carrier Squadron 
The first squadron of jet airplanes for 
service on an aircraft carrier has beep 


| formed at the Naval Air Station, Quon- 


set Point, R. L., as Squadron VF-17A. The 
jet planes of the Squadron are Phantoms, 
designated FD-1. 

Comdr. Ralph A, Fuoss, USN, has been 
ordered to report as commanding officer 
of the Squadron. He served on the staff 
of Commander Air Force, Pacific Fleet, 
during the war and saw extensive com- 
bat in the Pacific on the USS Sangamon, 
the USS Princeton, and as Air Group 
Commander on the USS Shangri-La, 
which assignment he held at the end of 
the war and in which he remained until 
last July. 

The Navy has assigned a considerable 
number of combat-experienced pilots to 
Squadron VF-17A, who will form the 
nuclei for future jet fighter squadrons 

The first jet plane fights from a carrier 
were made from the USS Franklin D. 
Roosevelt off the Virginia Capes in 16. 
Their development as an advanced wea- 
pon of sea-air power is being carried for- 
ward as they are ready to take a place 
in the striking forces of the Fleet. 

The ruggedness of jet planes was 
demonstrated by two Phantoms which 
took off from the USS Kearsarge in the 
Atlantic and flew to Cleveland on the first 
day of the air races recently held there. 
These planes ran into a series of wide- 
spread thunder storms which grounded 
all planes in the Cleveland area. In spite 
of unfavorable weather conditions, one of 
them landed at Cleveland as scheduled 
and the other, due to engine trouble, suc- 
cessfully made a forced landing at a small 
field nearby. The landings were accom- 
plished without mishap. 

None of the planes now being tested 
for operational assignment should be con- 
fused with the Skystreak, the experi- 
mental jet plane which recently set a 
world speed record of 650.6 miles an hour.

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Air Strength Needed, Says C. of S. 


General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, speaking at the Air 
Force Association convention at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, said that “American strength 
in the air will promote respect and cau- 
tion among those who are not influenced 
by the rightness of a course.” 

Following are excerpts from General 
Eisenhower's address: 

“Mankind must decide right now whether 
the airplane shall enslave or liberate him. Air 
power at the command of America is no 
threat to any nation or to the world peace, 

“When power is combined with a political 
philosophy of aggression and human enslave- 
ment men are fearful. But men take heart 
when power backs up a social philosophy 
rooted in respect for human dignity and in- 
ternational peace, 

“In all the world men would breathe more 
easily, work more earnestly in the present, 
plan more confidently for the future, if they 
were assured that the United States would 
continue first in the air, as strong and as 
etaunch in the maintenance of a just peace 
as it was mighty and forceful tn the pursuit 
of unconditional surrender,” 

“Until such time as the piracy of interna- 
tional aggression Is eliminate! from human 
felations or subjected to International con- 
trol,”" he said, “those who work for aviation's 
exploitation in human service must dedicate 
themselves also to combat its use for man's 
enslavement or a nation’s destruction, 

“In the formula for universal peace and 
justice there is one essential ingredient which 
we of the United States can supply—a steady 
resolution to devote ourselves untiringly to 
the pursuit of yet greater human mastery of 
the air. Thereby we shall better be able to 
work for the protection of man's rights, for 
the increase of wealth and its better distribu- 
tion, for the services of man and his peaceful 
living. 

“For the present, at least, the security of 
this free land is the pivot of humanity's fu- 
ture. I would stress one priority element we 
must have if that security is to be complete 
—teamwork. 

“Neither air power nor sea power nor land 
power alone, nor any one of them heavily pre- 
eminent in a lopsided combination, can con- 
— for the United States a reasonable de- 

se,""

Secretary of War for Air and since Secre- 
tary of the Air Force, told the conference 
that the “lowest figure which the Air 
Force believes it can set” as a rensonable 
minimum “is for a 70-group force in in- 
stant readiness.” 

Such a force, he said, would require 
an estimated 400,000 officers and men, 

Lt. Gen, James H. Doolittle, president 
of the Association, told the delegates that 
the newly-independent Air Force is much 
too small. 

“The obvious answer,” he said, “is to 
extend the Air Force and allow it to give 
the aviation industry more orders.” 


Justice Jackson 

Justice Robert H. Jackson of the Su- 
preme Court, addressing the convention 
16 Sept., described present world tensiun 
as fullows: 

“In a situation so tense with competition 
and struggle, a silght fumble on either side 
might provide the incident that wonld pre- 
cipitate an unwanted war, And If history 
teaches us to have confidence In anything, it 
is In the almost infinite capacity of statesmen 
to fumble. 

“If such a war should come, it would he a 
war of unprecedented fanaticism and fury. 
The aim of our enemies would not be merely 
to defeat our military power; it would be to 
break through that and destroy the basis of 
our national life as well—to blot out Ameri- 
ean capitalism, American industrial produc- 
tion and the form of gov ernmeny that fosters 
them.” 

General LeMay 

Maj, Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, Deputy 
Chief of: Air Staff for Research and De- 
velopment, urged the creation of a huge 
air research center to maintain world air 
supremacy for America, He said: 

“The important thing is that the war of 
technology has to go on all the time—even 
in the years of nominal peace, If a nation 
chooses to wait until a war is upon it before 
starting to gt its weapons and techniqnes up 
to date, it will certainly be too late, The only 
way to ensure national security is to exploit 
to the fullest, in years of peace as well as 
in war time, whatever capacity the nation 
has for improving the tools and methods of 
warfare, and to take whatever steps can be

Lt. Gen. George FE. Stratemeyer, com- 
manding general of the Air Defense Com- 
mand, told the convention : 

“If the Air Force Assoviation goes all out 
in its support of the civilian air components 
of the Air Defense Command, we will not only 
“keep the gang together” but also will keep 
them In fighting trim by helping them to re- 
tain and improve upon thelr hard-earned 
technical skills.” 

Resolutions 

The board of directors of the Associa- 
tion approved a resolution denouncing 
as “criminally negligent” the reduction in 
air power and research imposed by ap- 
propriations. 

The status of aviation research was re- 
ferred to as a “crime against the people,” 
in another resolution. Research in all 
fields by the Air Force was urged on a 
scope comparable to the atomic bomb 
project. 

Other resolutions demanded sufficient 
funds to support the Civil Air Patrol, 
the Air Reserve and the Air National 
Guard. 





Gen. Kenney Sees Deadlier 
Weapons 


General George C. Kenney, command- 
ing general of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, addressing members of the Air 
Force Association in convention § at 
Columbns, Ohio, 16 Sept., expressed fear 
that this nation is lansing Into a state of 
complacency at a time when there are 
known weanons more deadly and cheaper 
than the atomic bomb, 

Following are excerpts from his ad- 
dress: 

“This is the atomic age. The age of speeds 
hitherto undreamed of. The age of the rocket, 
the guided missile, biological warfare, radio 
active clouds, of weapons of mass destrue- 
tion surpassing those ever hefore emplored. 
I wonld like to say that such weapons will he 
outiawed by international agreement, that 
moral reasons wil] prevent their use in war- 
fare, The history of war affords little hope 
that an aggressor striving for a knockout 
blow, or nations fighting for their bellefs or 
their lives, will be restricted in their con- 
duct of the war by moral factors. It has not 
been morality but expediency that has gov- 
erned the use of new weapons.” 

“There are already known weapons of mass 
destruction more deadly and far cheaper than 
the atomic bomb which can be quickly pro- 
duced, There are aircraft in the hands of po- 
tential enemies which can carry these wea- 
pons to this country, Whether we like it or 
not, the laboratories of the world are burning 
the midnight oll these days while scientists, 
the physicists and the engineers search for 
newer and more destructive weapons of war- 
fare.” 


AAF Helicopter Makes Rescue 

An Army Air Forces Sikorsky R-5 heli- 
copter has made the AAF’s first rescue 
mission above the Arctic Circle, flying 
to Bettles, Alaska, 185 miles northwest 
of Fairbanks, to rescue George Plucinski, 
a stranded trapper. 

The rescue mission was made by the 
10th Rescue Squadron at Ladd Field 
(Fairbanks). The helicopter was piloted 
by First Lieutenant Charles O. Weir, of 
Lloomington, Indiana.

XB-47 is Completed 

The XR-47, the AAF’s newest jet pro- 
pelled bomber, was rolled out of the 
manufacturer's Seattle plant, 12 Sept., 
preparatory to ground and taxi tests. 
The radical new experimental bomber em- 
ploys sharply swept-back wings and tail 
surfaces for the first time on any bomber. 

The XB-47 is powered by six jet 
engines, four mounted in pairs slung un- 
der the inboard section of the wings and 
one mounted on each wing near the tip. 

Over-all dimensions are similar to 
those of the B-29. Wing span is approxi- 
mately 116 feet and length 108 feet. The 
XB-47's landing gear is of the tandem 
type, permitting especially thin wings. 
The main gear consists of two double 
wheel units which retract into the fuse- 
lage. Small outrigger wheels, which pro- 
vide lateral stability during ground oper- 
ation, fold into the inboard engine nacelle 


Tests Begin on Curtiss X P-87 

The Curtiss XP-87, the. Army Air 
Forces newest fighter plane and the first 
ever powered by four jet engines, has 





been removed from its hangar at the 
Columbus, Ohio, Mant of the Curtiss- 


Wright Corporation, to begin ground and 
taxi tests. 

Operated by a two-man crew, the plane 
has a wing span of approximately 60 
feet and an overall length of approxi- 
mately 65 feet. It is designed to operate 
under the most extreme weather condi- 
tions and will incorporate the latest de- 
velopment in anti-icing equipment. After 
completing its ground and taxi tests, the 
XP-S7 will be sent to Muroc, Calif., Army 
Air Base for flight testing.

Sergeant Horner earned the nation's 
highest military honor at Wurselen, 
Germany, November 16, 1944. With other 
members of Co. K, 119th Infantry of the 
30th Division, he was pinned in flat, 
open terrain, 100 yards from the objec- 
tive. Enemy fire from two machine guns 
was causing serious casualties. Sergeant 
Horner voluntarily stood up with his 
sub-machine gun and, carrying a heavy 
load of ammunition and grenades, rushed 
the enemy positions. Before he reached 
them he encountered crossfire from a 
third gun, silent up to that time. 
Wheeling, in a fully exposed position, 
he killed two enemy gunners with a 
Single burst. Then he charged the other 
guns from a distance of fifty yards. 
The Germans abandoned their guns and 
took cover in the cellar of a house. 
Sergeant Horner followed them into the 
building and hurled grenades down the 
cellar steps. The four surviving Ger- 
mans surrendered to him. Single-handed 
he had destroyed three enemy machine 
guns, killed or captured seven men and 
cleared the path for his company's 
successful assault.

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ITH the swearing in of James Forrestal as Secretary of Defense and the offi- 

cial creation of the National Military Establishment, the United States launched 
this week broad revision and reorganization of its defensive machinery. Besides 
recognition of air power’s new position of parity by giving the Army Air Force a 
separate department and the coordination of our organized fighting forces under 
a single Cabinet member, the Act seeks to integrate the policies and procedures of 
all departments, agencies, and functions of the government relating to National 
Security. Two new agencies are created on the Cabinet level—the National Security 
Council, over which the President of the United States will preside, and the National 
Security Resources Board. The Council will consider policies of common interest 
to all departments and agencies concerned with National Security and will assess 
and appraise the objectives, commitments, and risks of the United States in relation 
to our actual and potential military power, It can be made the President’s most influ- 
ential agency. The Resources Board will advise the President on the coordination 
of military, industrial, and civilian mobilization and thus will be concerned with 
all the Nation’s resources including manpower, material, utilities, and production 
facilities. The Act is not perfect nor finished, but is a compromise of conflicting views. 
It was put into effect by President Truman at this time as an effort to impress Russia 
that, although we have reduced the size of our Army, Navy, and Air Force and cut 
the funds for their development, we are strengthening our organizational set-up to 
get the utmost in fighting capacity from every dollar. However, Russia knows that 
without the Universal Military Training Program, which we have failed to adopt, 
we would be unable to bring our military potential immediately to bear upon an 
aggressor. Moreover, it will be some time, many estimate at least two years, before 
the Act, even as now drawn, can be fully effectuated. Many decisions will have to 
be made and there will be many conflicts of authority to straighten out. Although a 
Department of the Air Force has been set up, it includes only that aviation formerly 
under the War Department, while the Naval air continues with the sea services. 
Already there is agitation for incorporation of all fighting aviation in the new De- 
partment of the Air Force. Other differences, too, will arise. Fortunately the men 
in whose hands the launching and shaping of the new organization has been placed, 
Secretaries Forrestal, Royall, Sullivan, and Symington, are thoroughly familiar with 
the operations of the Services and of the problems to be faced, and have under them 
such leaders as General of the Army Eisenhower, Fleet Admiral Nimitz, and General 
Spaatz, who demonstrated in history’s greatest war their understanding of military 
coordination and cooperation. In the final analysis, it is men, not organizational 
charts, that are the foundation of success, for qualified leaders working together 
can make the most informal organization work, while the best will fail utterly under 
poor leadership. It is in this view that there is hope the new National Military Estab- 
lishment will be developed into a genuine contribution to our national security and 
offer a suitable vehicle for the fullest utilization of the professional talents and 
patriotism of those fine bodies of Regulars and Reserves who comprise our Armed 
Forces. 


HE officers whose world war records have won for them permanent commissions 

in the Army, Navy, and Air Force will be given academic and technical training of 
the highest standards under programs now getting under way in the three Depart- 
ments. These plans are devised to assure not only that the officers of the Regular 
Establishments will be as highly qualified as possible for the complex duties of mod- 
ern warfare, but also to protect those combat proven officers whose formal education 
was not completed, in their coming competition, under selection systems of promo- 
tion, with graduates of the Service Academies. This latter factor is most important 
when one considers the dissatisfaction and unrest which arose in the Navy following 
World War I when few of those officers brought into the Regular establishment failed 
to progress through the ranks because of their being placed in competition with Naval 
Academy graduates. When it became apparent that the Navy would have to expand 
greatly its corps of Regular Officers after World War II, Fleet Admiral King early 
made the decision that there would be no repetition of the situation and ordered that 
a plan be worked out for the orderly education of all new officers up to a general 
standard. The Army and Air Force, which also are now to have selective systems of 
promotions, determined to do likewise. The result is now that newly integrated or 
transferred officers who have not completed their college educations will be sent to 
civilian institutions for that purpose. Further, all officers, including Academy gradu- 
ates, will be given the opportunity of attending civilian colleges for technical courses 
leading to masters’ and doctors’ degrees in technical specialties bearing on defense 
activities such as nuclear physics, guided missiles, electronics, communications, auto- 
motive engineering, acoustics, meteorology, and optics, while further non-technical 
courses including international relations, journalism, business administration, and 
personnel administration will be available. In the Army and Navy these programs 
have been formulated and are being administered under the direction of Maj. Gen. 
Willard S. Paul, director of the personnel and administration division of the General 
Staff, and Rear Adm. Thomas L, Sprague, Chief of Naval Personnel, while in the 
Air Force Maj. Gen. Idwal H. Edwards, assistant Chief of Air Staff-1, is taking over 
from his predecessor Maj. Gen. Frederick L, Anderson. In the coming seasons of Con- 
gress, when there will be great pressure for budget cutting, the funds necessary for 
the carrying forward of these wise and valuable programs should not be curtailed, 
for to do so would be detrimental both to the National Defense and to the individuals 
that compose its Forces.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—For the Army, Navy, and Air Force, the address which Secre- 
tary of State Marshall made before the opening session of the-United Nations General 
Assembly constitutes a directive in our foreign policy. His speech, Baldly denuncia- 
tory of Communist obstructionism, added up to a blunt statement that UN needs 
revamping to survive and function, and contained the flat warning that the United 
States will maintain its military strength unimpaired until UN itself is able to main- 
tain world order. 

Until there is sufficient international confidence to make possible peace treaties 
with Germany and Japan, until the Security Council has a world police force at its 
disposal, and until there is agreement on atomic control, said Secretary Marshall, the 
United States rejects any attempt to regulate conventional armaments. 

His remarks were emphasized when former Secretary of the Navy Forrestal, 
acting on radioed instructions from President Truman aboard the battleship Missouri, 
took the oath as the first Secretary of Defense—and so implemented nearly a week 
ahead of schedule the unification of the military departments—on the same day that 
General Marshall spoke to the UN delegates. 

The mounting tension between the United States and Russia, aggravated in the 
past week by the Soviet double veto in the Security Council on the Greek question 
and by the aggressive action of Yugoslav forces along the new Italian border and the 
rim of the Trieste international zone, lent color to the explanation that immediate uni- 
fication was ordered by the President in view of the grave uncertainties of the inter- 
national situation. Nevertheless, it appeared to presage nothing more vigorous than a 
gesture underscoring the firmness of General Marshall’s speech. 

That speech made two sweeping general recommendations; first, that the Assem- 
bly consider partial restriction of the veto rights of the major powers in the Security 
Council; and, second, that the Assembly create a standing committee, with all mem- 
ber nations included, to sit continuously for the consideration of questions involving 
the peace and security of the world, although without impinging the “primary” re- 
sponsibility of the Council in this field. Russia’s opposition to these attempts to counter 
her abuse of the veto power was certain, but there was no indication that the show- 
down demanded by General Marshall on Russia’s stubborn refusal to accept the 
majority view on any question would provoke Soviet withdrawal from UN; the 
forum of that organization has been too valuable a sounding board for Red propa- 
ganda to be abandoned so readily. 

In addition to these general recommendations, involving alteration of the UN 
structure and basic procedure to enable it to survive and grow in strength, General 
Marshall tossed three specific problems into the present session of the Assembly: 
Greece, Palestine, and Korea. . 

In the case of Greece, he asked the Assembly to find Albania, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria—three Soviet satellites—responsible for guerrilla warfare against the Greek 
government, called upon these governments to end thir violations of international 
law, and establish a commission to watch the situation. The Security Council, he 
said, had failed in the Greek matter because of Russian vetoes of its efforts, (In 
Greece, the government of Premier Sophoulis still hopes that its offer of amnesty will 
end the fighting of all but the most fanatic Communists among the guerrillas. Mean- 
time, aided by a recasting of the American assistance budget, the government plans 
to increase the size of the Greek army by an unannounced figure—estimates are from 
50 to 70 thousands—above its present size of 138,000 men. And Dwight Griswold, 
Director of the U. S. Mission, has recommended that an American occupation force 
be sent into Greece if the British proceed with their intent to withdraw their small 
force for economy reasons. ) 

More guarded in his proposal that the Assembly find a solution to the Palestine 
problem at the current session, General Marshall said this government “gives great 
weight” to the majority as well as the unanimous views of the Special Committee 
on Palestine—that is, to the majority proposal to solve the question by partitioning 
the country. (Maj. Gen. John H. Hilldring, former Military Government chief in the 
War Department Special Staff, later Assistant Secretary of State, and now an ad- 
viser to the U. S. delegation to UN, has been designated President Truman’s direct 
representative on all matters affecting Palestine. He has been instructed to get 
British consent to the immediate admission of 100,000 displaced Jews into Palestine. ) 

Because of the failure of the United States and Russia to agree on the Korean 
question, or even to agree on what report to make to the UN on their two years of 
disagreement, General Marshall asked the General Assembly to act on the matter 
of Korean independence at this session. (A few hours before the Secretary’s speech, 
a note from Acting Secreatry of State Lovett was delivered to Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov in Moscow informing him that the Korean question would be referred to the 
Assembly because of the deadlock of the joint U. S.-Soyiet Commission. The same 
day, at the Commission’s 60th meeting in Seoul, the head of the Russian delegation, 
with bland effrontery, informed the U. 8S. delegation that there was no need for the 
deadlock if the U. S. would accede to the Soviet demands.) Of course, as was ex- 
pected, Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister Vishinsky replied to General Marshall’s speech 
with charges that the United States, together with Turkey and Greece, are “war- 
mongering” and that the impasse in the matters of atomic control and the limitation 
of conventional armaments are due to the attitude of the United States’ leaders. 

Omitted from General Marshall’s address was any discussion of the situation 
in China, This was because he was awaiting the report to be made by General Albert 
C. Wedemeyer on the results of his trip to the Far East as a representative of the 
President. General Wedemeyer had landed in the United States but was not due to 
arrive in Washington until yesterday (19 Sept.). 

















Secretary of the Army—There will be a new Secretary of the Army next year 
provided the last Secretary of War, Kenneth C. Royall, the man to be the first Secre- 
tary of the Army, wins the primary election next May for the Governorship of North 
Carolina. General Royall has not indicated he will be a candidate for the state office, 
‘but because of his record and his availability a strong movement is under way to 
draft him for the nomination, which is tantamount to election. A veteran of the two 
World Wars, in both of which he rendered distinguished service, and Under Secretary 
of War and subsequently Secretary, he has administered the War Department and is 
administering the Department of the Army to the entire satisfaction of the Presi- 
dent. Upon his shoulders as Under Secretary fell the responsibility of demobilizing 
the industrial and procurement activities of the Army and at the same time main- 
daining their organizations and connections in the dangerous post-war period. This 





complex and difficult task he performed in close cooperation with the supply officers 
and in accordance with the needs of the Service as formulated by General of the 
Army Dwight D. Eisenhower. In view of his capacity for administration which he 
thus demonstrated, it was natural that he should be appointed as Secretary when 
Judge Patterson resigned, As a State Senator and Presidential Elector he has had 
recognition from his State, and the political wheel horses there knowing him are 
said in large part to be urging his candidacy should he leave the Department of the 
Army. 

Most likely successor to General Royall as Secretary of the Army is Mr. Edwin 
W. Pauley, former United States Representative on the Allied Reparations Commis- 
sion, who is now serving as a Speical Assistant to the Secretary in which capacity 
he is performing many, of the duties formerly assigned to the Under Secretary— 
industrial mobilization and some procurement matters, particularly those concerning 
the unification set-up. Mr. Pauley, a successful California oil man, and former treas- 
urer of the Democratic National Committee, is a particularly able organizer and 
highly regarded by President Truman who once nominated him for Under Secretary 
of the Navy, a nomination which he later withdrew at Mr. Pauley’s request after a 
bitter fight was precipitated by Harold Ickes, who resigned as Secretary of the In- 
terior after making charges against Mr. Pauley. However, Mr. Truman has since 
made continued use of Mr. Pauley’s abilities in positions not requiring Senate confirma- 
tion and would not hesitate to nominate him for the Army Secretaryship. 


Guam under Navy Rule—The Navy’s administration of former Jap-held Pacific 
islands has received the unqualified approval of the Government of Guam, which has 
submitted to President Truman a resolution urging continuation of the Naval gov- 
ernment on that island “until such time as Guam and her people are fully rehabilitated 
and the economy of the island is fully recovered” from the effects of World War II. 

The resolution, adopted by the Congress of Guam on 6 Sept., has been forwarded 
through Rear Adm. Charles A. Pownall, USN, Naval Governor of Guam, to the White 
House, with copies being distributed to Congress and interested agencies of the Fed- 
eral government. The resolution made no reference to criticism of the Navy ad- 
ministration by Secretary of the Interior Julius A. Krug, Harold Ickes, and others. 

With Admiral Louis PB. Denfeld, USN, as United States High Commissioner, the 
Pacific islands were placed under Navy administration by an executive order of 19 
July which terminated the military government then ruling the islands. The Navy’s 
administration of the islands—ineluding the Marshalls, Carolines, and Marianas- 
began formally on 18 July when Mr. Truman signed a joint trusteeship resolution 
passed by Congress. The Naval administration, the President said, will be on an 
“interim basis” until control can be given a civilian agency of the Government “at 
the earliest practicable moment.” 

In carrying out its island administration, the Navy this week named Rear Adm. 
Carleton Wright, USN, as Deputy U. 8. High Commissioner of the Trust Territory 
of the Pacific Islands. 


Army Legislative Division—Maj. Gen. Clark L. Ruffner has been relieved from 
duty as a member of the Secretary of War’s Personnel Board and assigned as deputy 
to Maj. Gen. Wilton B. Persons, chief of the Legislative and Liaison Division, Office of 
the Chief of Staff. 

General Ruffner’s duty with the Personnel Board, which so ably handled many of 
the problems of the Regular Army integration, promotion policies and other person- 
nel matters, well fits him for his new assignment and the many problems it will in- 
volve in the next session. 

General Ruffner has served as Assistant Deputy Chief of Staff, Headquarters, 
Hawaiian Department; Deputy Chief of Staff, United States Army Forces in the 
Central Pacific Area, and Chief of Staff, United States Army Forces in the Pacific 
Ocean Areas. 

General Persons, whose deputy General Ruffner becomes, was named chief of 
the Legislative and Liaison Division in 1942 and has guided that Division through 
the war and the period of transition from a wartime to a peacetime Army with its 
resultant legislative problems, including the successful passage of the National Se- 
curity Act and the new promotion law. 


Army Ground Forces—General Jacob L. Devers, Commanding General, Army 
yround Forces, addressed the graduating class at the Army Information School, Car- 
lisle Barracks, Pennsylvania, 17 Sept. On 18 Sept., he spoke to the representatives of 
the National Advertising Media at the Blackstone Hotel in Chicago, and on 19 Sept. 
he addressed the National Guard conference which was held in the Deshler-Wallick 
Hotel, Columbus, Ohio. 

Maj. Gen. Willard G. Wyman, Assistant C of S, G-2, has departed this head- 
quarters to assume new duties as Chief of Staff, First Army, Governors Island, N. Y. 

Brig. Gen. Frank O. Bowman, Assistant C of S, G-4, has departed AGF Head- 
quarters to assume command of the Columbus General Depot, Columbus, Ohio, Gen- 
eral Bowman’s duties as G-4 have been taken over by Col. John E. Wood, GSC, who 
will be acting Assistant C of 8, G-4.

16 officers and 42 enlisted men, divided into two main groups—Administrative and 
Experimental. ) 

The Administrative Group includes General Jones, Col. George O. Van Orden, 
USMC, the executive officer, and a recorder, adjutant, and other personnel needed for 
carrying on the business of the MCEB. Chief of the Experimental Group is Ma). 
G. W. E. Daughtry, USMC, who heads the tests. This Group is divided into four 
sections—ordnance, electronics, engineer, and genera] equipment. 

All test requests are assigned priority ratings, and “A” priorities are normally 
pushed to completion in 30 days. During the tests, an officer is assigned to test 4 
piece of equipment and remains on the same test until it is completed. Although 
the Board has no laboratory, men and equipment are sent to appropriate localities 
for testing under proper circumstances. The MCEB tested 132 items during 1945, 40 
during 1946, and 22 since the first of 1947. ‘

been nominated for additional duty on the Staff of the Deputy High Commissioner 
of the Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands. 


National Guard—National Guard units granted federal recognition have passed 
the 3,000 mark, Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberger, chief of the National Guard Bureau, 
has announced. At the same time General Miltonberger announced that the 148th 
Regiment of the 37th Division completed its organization recently with the recogni- 
tion of Company E at Kenton, Ohio. 

Three fighter squadrons strategically located throughout the United States have 
been selected to receive the first allocation of the jet-propelled P-80B Shooting Stars 
ordered for the air arm of the National Guard. Delivery of the new aircraft is ex- 
pected to begin prior to 30 June 1948, The squadrons selected are the 132d Fighter 
Squadron of the Maine National Guard, based at Dow Field, Bangor, Me.; the 1734 
Fighter Squadron of the Nebraska National Guard, based at Lincoln Army Air Base, 
Neb., and the 196th Fighter Squadron, based at the San Bernardino Army Air Base, 
Calif 

The honor of being the first National Guard unit to recruit its organization to its 
full authorized enlisted strength goes to Company A of the 296th Regimental Combat 
Team of Puerto Rico, which reached a total of 188 enlisted men 2 April, according to 
figures released by the National Guard Bureau.

48 a full-fledged training plane. With flight and water shandling characteristics 
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similar to those of the JRM, and much less expensive cost of operation as a training 
plane, the PBM is proving ideal for the job of checking out pilots, and keeping them 
proficient in seaplane handling, seamanship, general water work, and radio range 
practice. 

ComNATSLant reports that after completing 1,163 military versions and 79 
commercial post-war models, Douglas has built its last DC-4. Use of the DC-4’s 
through part of 1957 is predicted by Douglas, who adds that some 1,000 DC-4’s, or a 
ratio of 7-to-1 in comparison with all other four-engine aircraft, are still in use. 
As of 1 Aug., NATS was using 95 of these giants, of which 16 were assigned to the 
Atlantic Wing. 





Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—An intensive training program for prospective 
officers in charge of commissary stores has been in continuous operation at the Navy 
Ship’s Store Office since February. Eight officers have completed the training course, 
which is of four weeks’ duration, and it is intended to continue indoctrination of all 
prospective officers in charge. 

The first half of the course is spent at The Ship’s Store Office, where students are 
acquainted with functions of that Office and the Bureau in relation to the operation 
of commissary stores. They are also given a comprehensive course in operating 
principles and accounting procedures under the direction of an officer experienced 
in commissary store operation. Outlines used in this study were formulated by 
Lt. (jg) H. C. Troxell, SC, USN. 

On completion of this concentrated study, officers are sent to the Commissary 
Store at the Naval Base, Philadelphia, where theories are translated into practica! 
application under the direction of the Officer in Charge, Lt. F. E. Shea, SC, USN. 
There, the students handle incoming stores, serve as clerks, act as cashiers, and 
even become apprentice butchers. In view of difficulties due to a shortage of qualified 
butchers, particular emphasis is placed on the efficient operation of meat departments. 


Army Chaplain Corps—The new weekly Army publication, known as The Chap- 
lain’s Hour, made its debut 12 Sept. at the Chaplain School at Carlisle Barracks, 
Pa. Similar in appearance to the Armed Forces Talk now in its fourth year, the eigth 
page first issue of The Chaplain’s Hour contains material for a lecture on citizen- 
ship and morality. Such lectures are to be given throughout the Army by chaplains 
as a regular feature wherever our troops are stationed. 

The editor of The Chaplain’s Hour is Chaplain (Maj.) Martin H. Scharlemann, 
USA, who was integrated into the Regular Army in July of this year after more 
than six years of active duty as a Reserve Officer which literally took him around 
the globe. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—As a means of promoting the use of stand- 
ardized titles for diagnoses, the Bureau has adopted the Standard Nomenclature of 
Disease, sponsored by the American Medical Association, as the criterion for diagnos- 
tic nomenclature terms. The Navy nomenclature is now in process of revision to bring 
the diagnostic titles into agreement with the Standard Nomenclature. It is con- 
templated that the International Statistical Classification of Diseases, Injuries and 
Causes of Death, which is now being revised by the World Health Organization, will 
be adopted by the Navy to serve its statistical purposes. These two changes will 
increase the value of naval medical statistics, since the general trend toward stand- 
ardization both in diagnostic nomenclature and in statistical classification of diseases 
promises to make the Navy data comparable with medical statistics from an increas- 
ing number of governental and civilian institutions in this country and abroad. 

Rear Adm. Dan Hunt, (MC) USN, General Inspector of the Medical Department, 
left Tuesday, 9 Sept., for the Pacific Coast where he will officially inspect the Navy's 
medical facilities in the Eleventh, Twelfth, and Thirteenth Naval Districts. Bn 
route, Admiral Hunt will inspect the Naval Hospital at the Naval Training Station, 
Great Lakes, and other medical facilities in the Eighth and Ninth Naval Districts. 


Air Transport Command—tThe Air Transport Command's world-wide system of 
military air transport, geared to carry millions of pounds of priority military cargo 
monthly, has graphically demonstrated its growing importance to the U. S, Armed 
Forces by the air lift statistics for August, 1947 

Latest figures show that the ATC’s Atlantic Division feeder and trunk line serv- 
ice provided a major gain during August in air lift for the AAF’s Air Materiel 
Command, Maj. Gen. William H. Tunner, commander of the Atlantic Division, an- 
nounced from his hearquarters at Ft. Totten, N. Y. 

During August, the regular scheduled service that connects AMC’s nine major 
depots and the Atlantic Division's four aerial ports of embarkation airlifted a, total 
of 3,633,400 pounds of priority military cargo as against 3,531,800 pounds, for a gain 
of 2.9 per cent. This gain of 101,600 pounds was noted, despite the fact that only 392 
eargo flights were made in August, as against 405 in July, in the depot feeder air- 
craft service, Plane miles flown for August amounted to 393,164, as compared with 
372,644 miles in July. Plane mileage in August equals a trip to the moon and over 
150,000 miles beyond it. 


Army Reserves—An understanding has been reached between several major 
organizations in the communications and manufacturing industry and Maj, Gen. 
Spencer B. Akin, Chief Signal Officer, under which these organizations will cooperate 
in the formation of selected “trial” units in the Affiliated Signal Corps Reserve. The 
participating agencies are the American Telephone and Telegraph Co., the General 
Electric Co., the Graybar Electric Co., the International Telephone and Telegraph 
Corp., the Radio Corporation of America and the U. 8. Independent Telephone Asso- 
ciation, 

An agreement in the newly established Affiliated Units of the Organized Reserve 
Corps Program was negotiated recently between the War Department and the In- 
ternational Federation of American Homing Pigeon Fanciers, Inc., looking toward the 
formation of a “Pigeon Company,” it has been announced by General Courtney H. 
Hodges, commanding general of the First Army. 


Quartermaster Corps—Beginning 3 Oct., and continuing through 14 Nov., a series 
of 19 talks will comprise a course of instruction in the various technical phases of 
procurement, which will be presented to key personnel of the Supply Division of the 
Office of The Quartermaster General. 

A similar course was presented last year during November, but there have been 
so many changes in the laws, regulations, and policies affecting Army procurement, 
a new course was deemed advisable by Brig. Gen. Herman Feldman, Director of the 
Supply Division, Office of The Quartermaster General. The initial meeting on 3 Oct., 





will be addressed by Quartermaster General of the Army, T. B. Larkin.

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HILE noting the uncertainty of 
many Service personnel concerning 
future stability and security of Service 
careers, the Commandant has written all 
Coast Guardsmen a message urging “all 
hands to re-evaluate a Coast Guard 
career and . to hold your scales in 
balance until the future is more clearly 
defined.” 
The message, published to the Service 
as Commandant’s Circular 25-47, was 


signed by Admiral James Farley, USCG.* 


It is quoted: 

“1. The Coast Guard is now emerging from 
the first phase of its postwar period. Begin- 
ning with demobilization and on through per- 
sonnel reductions and activity curtailment 
there now lies ahead a phase which might 
well be called a stabilization period. The past 
two years have been fast moving, filled with 
changes in objectives and policy. Such a sit- 
uation may well be expected to present a 
horizon filled with some uncertainties and 
questions to which the solutions are not now 
readily apparent. This being a matter of fact 
for those who are charged with the respon- 
sibility of “charting the course,” it is readily 
understood why those who are carrying out 
the jobs may be filled with indecision as to 
the future. This is esepcially so since, at this 
time, when commercial industry is trying to 
catch up with demands unfulfilled during 





Open Navy School at Monterey 

The General Line School at Monterey, 
Calif., will open early in 1948 with a 
class of between 400 and 500 Navy line 
officers pursuing postgraduate studies. 

The course of instruction will be sim- 
ilar to that now being conducted at the 
General Line School at Newport, R. L., 
after which the Monterey School will be 
fashioned. 

The school at Monterey was authorized 
in the closing days of the first session, 
80th Congress. The Navy said it needed 
additional facilities supplementing the 
long-established school at Newport, and 
asked for a West Coast location to help 
keep the cost of transporting officers 
cross-country at a minimum. 

“The present input of officers into both 
of these schools is composed of former 
Temporary and Reserve officers who have 
transferred to the Regular Navy,” accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the Chief of 
Naval Personnel, Rear Adm. Thomas L. 
Sprague, USN. “They are being given this 
instruction to give them a professional 
background comparable to that of Naval 
Academy graduates.” 

Monterey may open by 1 March. Capt. 
Frank T. Watkins, USN, a submariner, 
has been ordered there as commanding 
officer of the General Line School, and 
Capt. Clarence McCluskey, USN, an avia- 
tor, has been ordered from his post as ex- 
ecutive officer at Newport to be exec at 
Monterey. 

A number of other officers have been 
ordered to the General Line School at 
Monterey to set up administrative and ip- 
structional staffs. These include Capt. 
Robert J. Archer, USN; Capt. William L. 
Harmon, USN, and Capt. Augustus R. St. 
Angelo, USN. 

The following commanders have also 
been ordered to duty at the General Line 
School, Monterey : Harry G. Moore, Fred- 
erick White, Joseph E. Doughtery, and 
Rubin H. Hienig. 

The law authorizing creation of a Gen- 
eral Line School at Monterey did not 
provide for funds for this purpose, and a 
public works bill appropriating money for 
purchase of the proposed site was not 
enacted. 

The Chief of Naval Personnel’s state- 
ment explains the Navy’s present ar- 
rangements at mye 4 as follows: 

“Although the Navy's purchase of the 
Del Monte Hotel at Monterey, Calif., has 
not been consummated, an agreement has 
been made with the owners by the Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel to extend the 
present operating agreement under which 
the Navy has been utilizing the property 
since 1942. This extension will continue 
for one year, or until such time as the 
purchase is effected.”

the war, and when the long range effects of 
that war upon the rest of the world have 
not as yet been fully felt in this country, 
there doubtless are opportunities in civilian 
life that seem attractive. 

“2. If was imperative that the wartime 
strength of the Coast Guard be reduced to fit 
the peacetime needs. The wartime personnel 
were released through an accelerated demo- 
bilization program. There was, in addition, 
a considerable number of personnel who had 
to be reduced in rank and rate. At best, this 
was a most difficult task. There is little that 
may be said personally to those who have 
been affected; however, it has been my ob- 
jective that: each readjustment be accom- 
plished by mature and careful deliberation 
and with ful] consideration of all factors. 

“3. The problems which have confronted 
us during these past two years, and the prob- 
lems which lie ahead of us, basically, do not 
present a new pattern, I remember well the 
same situation existing after World War I 
and those of us who were in the Coast Guard 
immediately after World War I can easily see 
the similarity, Then, too, it was necessary 
to make adjustments for the change-over to 
peacetime functions, and to overcome unfore- 
seen difficulties. Unrest, discontent, and doubt 
of future security caused many men to leave 
the service during the transition period. Many 
ex-officers of the various military services 
who gave up their careers at that time en- 
joyed a brief hey-day in the ‘20's, only to ex- 
perience a rude shock in the °30's. We also 
know that many of these same men regretted 
their action and made effort to re-enter the 
Coast Guard in later years. 

“4. The paramount importance of recent 
legislation and its far-reaching effect upon 
the Coast Guard is readily apparent. Our 
duties are much more clearly defined. Conse- 
quently, the personnel situation may now be 
efféctively stabilized. Now more than ever be- 
fore there is opportunity to objectively plan 
our program. However, to produce the desired 
results requires profound evaluation and 
study of all the factors involved, It is there- 
fore my intention to proceed without haste 
and with due consideration to al} implica 
tions. This means that considerable time may 
elapse before the solutions to our problems 
are forthcoming and before the answers to the 
questions uppermost in your minds are avail- 
able. 

“5. I urge those who at this time may be 
looking toward the future in the Coast Guard 
with indecision and a feeling of insecurity 
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to review and study the whole scope of our 
functions and responsibilities. The multi- 
farious duties necessary to accomplish the 
mission provide great personal opportunities, 
The Coast Guard offers many advantages 
peculiar to the service, including an attrac- 
tive pay schedule, which I counsel everyone 
to carefully consider. The opportunity for re- 
tirement is a basic element of security which 
a career in the service provides and should 
not be considered lightly. Furthermore, when 
stability in the personne! situation is an ac- 
complished fact, and we are progressing to- 
ward that end as rapidly as possible, trans- 
fers, tours of duty, assignments, training, 
and advancements wil] present the prospect 
of a normal future, attractive and desirable 
as a career for officers and enlisted men alike. 
“6. I am deeply concerned by the number 
of young officers who are resigning, and by 
the number of experienced petty officers who 
are not re-enlisting, I urge all hands to re- 
evaluate a Coast Guard career and, should 
doubt exist as to tke course to follow, to 
hold your scales in balance until the future 
is more clearly defined, both from a personal 
viewpoint and from that of the Coast Guard. 
As a matter of policy, I wish to lend every 
assurance that we are going ahead with de- 
liberate care to provide a well balanced and 
stabilized future. I will keep the service fac- 
tually informed from time to time as progress 
is made toward this end.”

Jay Hospital, Gov- 
ernors Island, N. Y. 

Attended by high ranking Army and Navy 
officers, a requiem mass was celebrated 15 
Sept. at the Roman Catholic Church of St. 
Ignatius Loyola, Park Avenue and Eighty- 
fourth Street. 

Five hundred persons witnessed the service, 
which was presided over by the Most Rev. 
Stephen J. Donahue, auxiliary bishop of the 
Archdiocese of New York. He was assisted by 
the Rev. Raymond Nolan, S.J., and the Rev. 
Peter Daly, S.J., both of the church staff, 

The Right Rev. Aloysius C. Dineen, pastor 
of the Church of the Holy Innocents, was 
celebrant of the mass. After the service, a five- 
car entourage departed for the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, N. Y., 
where General Bullard was buried.

Graduating in June, 1885, he was com- 
missioned 2nd lieutenant, 10th Infantry, and 
joined his regiment at Fort Union, New Mex- 
ico, He served at Langs’ Ranch, and Clover- 
dale, New Mexico, until 12 Aug. 1886, when 
he was ordered into Mexico to operate against 
hostile Indians, 

On 2 June 1898, he was made major, Ist 
Battalion, Alabama Colored Volunteer Infan- 
try, and 22 June, was promoted to Captain, 
Commissary of Subsistence, Regular Army. 
On 6 Aug., the same year, he was promoted 
to Colonel, 3rd Alabama Colored Volunteer 
Infantry.

As commander of 3rd Corps in the second 
battle of the Marne in July, 1918, he directed 
the Ist and 2nd Divisions in the defense of 
the Chateau Thierry salient, As the German 
attack bogged down, he counter-attacked in 
the offensive that was to end the war, and led 
the 3rd Corps into the Argonne, He took com- 
mand of the 2nd Army in October, 1918.

by sterling character and disciplined man- 
hood. The fundamental principles on 
which democracy is built are found in the 
religion of the Bible. Some of their roots 
run back to Roman law and Greek phi- 
losophy, but they have drawn their vigor 
from the Church and Synagogue, Liberty 
cannot continue unless there is personal 
integrity and patriotic honesty in the 
heart of individuals, Democracy cannot 
survive if its people are lacking in these 
virtues. An adequate program of educa- 
tion for citizenship in a democracy must 
place the emphasis upon character as well 
as intelligence; and in the realm of 
character, religion has always had the 
greatest influence, 

The Army realizes more than ever be- 
fore that bad morals is bad business—not 
only bad for individuals and the family, 
but bad for the Army, too. Consequently, 
the Army chaplain is no longer playing 
guard; he is in the backfield. Command- 
ing officers more and more are making up 
plays with the chaplain carrying the ball. 
An important activity that illustrates this 
is the chaplain’s role in the Citizenship 
and Morality Lectures. Chaplains meet 
with personnel of their units for these 
lectures and discussions and thrash out 
matters pertaining to the American way 
of life. This is resulting in an enlighten- 
ment that engenders a keen appreciation 
of our heritage and deepened sense of 
responsibilty. “The Meaning of Citizen- 
ship,” “Citizenship and Basie Moral 
Principles,” “Sex Morality,” “Fair Play” 
and “Honor” are samples of the subjects 
considered. The moral teachings deal with 
the sex code, but not exclusively. Immor- 
ality includes all abuses of people, ideas 
and things. Property rights, the impor- 
tance of seeking the truth, and the sacred- 
ness of human personality are subjects 
which receive their share of attention. 

The future will see the chaplain serv- 
ing increasingly in the role of educator. 
More and more will he be called upon as 
a specialist in citizenship and morale as 
well as an authority in religion. This 
trend will place additio.»] demands and 
responsibilities upon «chaplains.

Britain has sold $80 million worth of 
gold to the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York. The sale, the British Treasury said, 
will provide dollars to meet purchases in 
the United States. It was not disclosed 
whether additional gold sales were con- 
templated. 

Steel executives have predicted that the 
current expansion program of the indus- 
try will end steel shortages within two 
years. The forecast was made to a Sen- 
ate subcommittee investigating the sup- 
ply of steel and alleged black market 
activities in steel products. 

Construction activity reached a post- 
war high in August when expenditures 
on new buildings and major repairs 
totalled $1.4 billion. This figure was 15 
per cent over that of one year ago.

Under Section 102 
of the Internal Revenue Code corpora- 
tions are penalized which retain funds 
not needed in their business in order to 
help stockholders reduce their income 
taxes.

Subsidized coastwise intercoastal and 
noncontiguous operations were listed as 
part of the State Department's policy for 
a stronger American merchant marine as 
expressed in a special symposium of ques- 
tions and answers in the September issue 
of The Log monthly marine publication. 

The State Department also favors a 
ship construction program, spread over a 
number of years, and designed to keen 
American yards in operstion. 

Other recommendations included = the 
continuation of subsidization on certain 
American liner trade routes, the amount 
of subsidy being considered an open ques- 
tion; and the consideration of shipping 
as » form of trade, with the nations pro- 
viding the most efficient service being en- 
titled to the trade. 

The recommendation favoring domestic 
subsidization was predicated upon the 
sponsoring of legislation to that end by 
the Army and Navy. 

President Truman's Advisory Commit- 
tee on the Merchant Marine was to meet 
in New York for hearings 18-19 Sept. 
Formed on 21 March. the group has held 
hearings in Washington and San Fran- 
ciseo. Its recommendations are expected 
to be presented to the White House be- 
fore the end of the year.

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Foreign Duty Standardized 

The War Department has established 
foreign service tours standard in length 
for the various areas and published same 
in War Department Circular 249. 

This subject, the Circular notes, is still 
undergoing study and further changes un- 
doubtely will be made. The current policy 
of extensions, replacements, recalled per- 
sonnel and rotation within the theater 
are also explained. 

Following are excerpts from the cir- 


cular : 

1. Purpose.—The purpose of this circular 
js to establish foreign service tours standard 
in length for specific geographical areas in 
order to provide equitable distribution of 
foreign duty. This subject is undergoing con- 
tinuous study and these instructions are a 
step toward better stabilization of the per- 
sonnel of the Army. Further steps will un- 
doubtedly result, 

2 Definitions.—a, Foreign service is defined 
as service outside the forty-eight States of 
the United States and the District of Colum- 
bia except that residents of territories and 
possessions of the United States will not re- 
ceive foreign service credit for any period of 
service within the territory or possession in 
which they are resident or within the United 
States or the District of Columbia. Such ter- 
ritorial residents will be given foreign ser- 
vice credit for any service outside the terri- 
tory of residence, excluding service in the 
United States or the District of Columbia. 
Foreign service of an individual begins on 
the date of his departure from the port of 
embarkation and terminates on the date of 
his arrival at a port in the United States or 
at a port in the territory or possession of 
which he may be a resident. Credit for for- 
eign service will be given to military person- 
nel ordered to temporary duty at foreign ser- 
vice stations, and for service as command- 
ing officer of troops, quartermaster, surgeon, 
veterinarian, or chaplain on trans-Pacific or 
trans-Atlantic transports, or on any other 
transport when one of the termini of the voy- 
age is outside the continental limits of the 
United States. 

b. Personnel on foreign service prior to 1 
October 1947 will be given credit on their cur- 
rent tour for all foreign service since 7 De- 
cember 1941 provided there is no intervening 
period of service (to include leave or fur- 
lough) in the zone of the interior in excess 
of 6 months. In the event there is such an 
intervening period, credit will be given only 
for foreign service subsequent to such period. 

ce. “Total foreign service” of an individual 
will include all foreign service, commissioned 
warrant, or enlisted, rendered since 7 Decem- 
ber 1941. 


d.“Normal foreign service tour” is that 
tour prescribed in paragraph 3. 
Length of tour.—The normal foreign 


service tour for all military personnel, ex- 
cept general officers, is prescribed below, 

a. Fort Churchill, Manitoba, Canada.—12 
months minimum, 18 months maximum, 

b. Male and female.—Greenland, Nome, and 
the Aleutian Chain (Unimak and islands west 
thereof) provided that service is continuous 
and unbroken except for leave, temporary 
duty, and similar changes of status that may 
Temove the individual temporarily from his 
Station, aa follows: 


(1) Individuals not accompanied by de- 
pendents, 1 year, 
(2) Individuals accompanied by depend- 


ents, 2 years. 

¢. Male, 

(1) Until 1 October 1947, in all areas other 
than a and bh above, 2% years. 

(2) Effective 1 October 1947, in areas other 
than a and b above, as follows: 

(a) Earopean Command and United States 
Army Forces, Mediterranean Theater of Op- 
erations—3 years, 

(b) Far East Command—except Japan prop- 
er—2 years. 

(ce) All other areas—2% years, 

d. Female.—All areas other than a and b 
above—2 years, 


Call for LDO Applicants 

The Navy has called for applications 
from qualified candidates for permanent 
Commissions in the Regular Navy for 
Limited Duty Only. as authorized in the 
new promotion act.

“(1) Commissioned Warrant Officers of the 
Regular Navy. 

“(2) Warrant Officers of the Regular Navy. 

“(3) Chief Petty Officers of the Regular 
Navy. 7S 

“(4) Petty Officers, First Class, of the Regu- 
lar Navy. 

“b. Prior to 7 Aug. 1949, appointments can 
be made in any grade from commander to 
lieutenant (junior grade), inclusive, from 
among temporary USN commissioned officers 
who hold permanent status as indicated in the 
next preceding sub-paragraph; however, no 
such person may be appointed in a higher 
grade or with higher lineal rank in grade than 
that held by him by virtue of his temporary ap- 
pointment. Minimum length of service re- 
quirements in the Navy for original appoint- 
ment in these various grades are: 


“(1) Lieutenant (junior grade)—13 years. 
“(2) Lieutenant—16 years. 
“(3) Lieutenant Commander—22 years. 


“(4) Commander—28 years. 

“e All other original appointments both 
prior and subsequent to 7 Aug. 1949 must be 
to the grade of ensign from among eligible 
personne! including, but not confined to, tem- 
porary USN commissioned officers who shall 
have completed ten or more years of active 
service in the Navy, 

“3. Particular attention is invited to eli- 
gibilitv requirements for appointment as Lim- 
ited Duty Only Officer status. Officers who 
have transferred to the Regular Navy as per- 
manent USN officers, retired personnel, and 
members of the Fleet Reserve, or Naval Re- 
serve are not eligible for appointment as Lim- 
ited Duty Officers, With respect to the el'gi- 
bility requirements set forth in paragraph 2 
the remainder of this paragraph is applica- 
ble to personrel of the Regular Navy now 
serving in enlisted ratings above that of petty 
officer, second class. who formerly held tem- 
porary appointments above the grade of en- 
sign in the Regular Navy. Such personnel 
who are considered qualified for appointment 
as Limited Duty Officers in the ranks of lieu- 
tenant or lieutenant (junior grade) will be 
considered for temporary appointment to the 
grade of lieutenant or lTeutenant (junior 
grade) with a view shortly thereafter to per- 
manent appointment as Limited Duty Officers 
in the grade for which qualified. 

“4. The new law provides that the Secretary 
of the Navy prescribe additional eligibility 
rules for appointment. These have been pre- 
scribed as follows: No person shall be eligible 
unless, as of 1 January of the calendar year 
in which the appointment is to be made, 
he has completed the minimum service re- 
quirements set forth in paragraph 2 hereof 
or unless he will be able to complete 30 veoers’ 
of active naval service on or prior to attaining 
age 55. 

“5. Limited Duty Officers of the grade of 
ensign will become eligible for promotion to 
lientenant (junior grade) upon completion 
of three years of service as ensigns, Promo- 
tion to grades above lientenant (junior grade) 
will be by selection to fill vacancies: the pre- 
scribed numbers in the various grades is such 
that the attrition rate because of failure of 
selection will be quite low, All promotions 
are subject to qualification by examination. 

“6 With reference to subparagraphs 2(4d) 
(5) and (6) above, although the law does not 
provide for reversion to former status of an 
ensign discharged by reason of failure on pro- 
fessional examination for promotion or by 
reason of revocation of commission, any such 
officer will be accepted for reenlistment in 
a rating not lower than that held at time of 
appointment to officer rank provided that the 
circumstances attendant upon his discharge 
warrant such action.”

in the Office of AC/AS-2 and similar positions 
in the Army. 

b. The Intelligence Division Language 

Schools will continye to train Air Force 
students on a reimbursable basis until 
further orders, At such time as there may 
be a separate Air Force Appropriation Act, 
reimbursement will be made to the Army for 
the actual additional expense caused by Air 
Force students. 
6. Attache System — a. The Department of 
Army and Department of the Air Force will 
operate, maintain, supervise and control 
separate attache systems. 

b. These separate systems will be comple- 
mentary and mutually supporting. 

ce, The stations composing the separate sys- 
tems will have been assigned to one or the 
other system by mutual] consent of the two 
departments based on relative interest. 

d, At each station in either system, the 
department maintaining the station will pro- 
vide all the services and facilities to person- 
nel on duty thereat of the other department 
that is provided for assigned personnel. 

e. The Air Force will furnish Air support 
for intelligence purposes. 

f. Personnel at stations of the opposite de- 
partment will conform to all orders issued 
by the senior officer assigned to the station 
with the following exceptions: 

(1) Personnel will be responsible to their 
parent headquarters in Washington for in- 
telligence reporting. 

(2) The senior officer of each department 
will render efficiency reports on and com- 
mand the personnel of his department and 
will be charged with insuring their payment. 
7. Funds—a. In FY 1948, and in all probabil- 
ity in FY 1949, Air Force funds will be in 
same Appropriation Act as Army. There- 
fore, ID Fiscal Branch will, until there is a 
separate Air Appropriation Act, allot funds 
to Air Attache Offices. Funds will be allotted 
as now programmed. 

b. With reference to the entertainment 
function now carried on by ID Foreign lisi- 
son for AAF, funds will be allocated to the 
Air Force to cover the necessary assumption 
of Air Force foreign liaison functions. (Note: 
Latin American tours should be paid from 
“Inter-American Relations, War Depart- 
ment” funds, $17,000 of which have been pro- 
grammed by Budget Division for CG, AAF.) 


SECTION IV, AGREEMENTS ON ORGANI- 
ZATION, MOBILIZATION AND TRAINING 
FUNCTIONS 
1. Planning Responsibility — Over-all plan- 
ning responsibilities for organization, mobili- 
zation, demobilization, and training of all 
components of the Army of the United States 
are now vested in Organization and Training 
Division, War Department General Staff, It 
is agreed that over-all planning for these 
functions as they apply to the Air Force will 

be now transferred to the Air Force, 

2. Universal Military Training—The Army 
will continue to support universal military 
training before Congress. Such changes as 
are necsssary in the Universal Military Train- 
ing Bill will be proposed to the Congress 
to recognize the United States Air Force. 
8. Command and Operational Employment of 
Ground-launched Guided Missiles and Units; 
No Chance in Present Agreements Which Are: 
—a, Surface-to-surface Missiles (exclusive of 
pilotless aircraft). 

(1) Tactical Missiles will be assigned to the 
United States Army. Missiles within this 
category are those capable of employment in 
support of land operation and capable of 
employment against targets, the destruction 
or neutralization of which will have a direct 
effect on current Army tactical operations. 
Such missiles include those which supple- 
ment the fires of and require coordination 
with artillery and/or tactical aircraft operat- 
ing on close support missions incident to 
Army tactical operations. 

(2) Strategic missiles will be assigned to 
the U. 8. Air Force. Missiles within this cate- 
gory are those designed for employment 
against targets, the destruction or neutrali- 
zation of which does not have a direct effect 
on current Army tactical operations and 
which are normally the targets of bombers, 
other than those operating on close-support 
missions incident to Army tactical operations 
and which require coordination with the op- 
erations of such bombers. 

b. Surface-to-air Missiles. 

(1) Security-missiles designed for employ- 
ment in support of Army tactical operations 
will be assigned to the U. 8, Army. 

(2) Missiles designed for employment in 
area air defense will be assigned to the U. S. 
Air Force. 

4. Joint Use of Installations—The scope and 
nature of this problem requires that the de- 
termination for each such installation be 
handled separately, based on the required 
degree of common and specialized partici- 
pation. : 

5. United States Military Academy and United 
States Military Academy Preparatory School 
—a. The following constitutes an interim 
agreement: 

(1) The Air Force will continue to partict- 
pate in the operation of the United States 
Military Academy and United States Military 











Academy Preparatory School in the present 
proportion. 

(2) The troop spaces occupied by U. 8S, Air 
Force personnel as of 1 September 1947 will 
be transferred to the U. 8, Air Force in ac- 
cordance with paragraph 9 b. 

(3) The present budgetary procedure will 
continue. 

(4) The present system of allocation of 
graduate cadets and students will continue 
in force. 

b. Final resolution of the above paragraphs 

(1) to (4) will be made at a later date. 
6. Responsibility for Antiaircraft Artillery; 
No Change in Present Agreements Which 
Are:—a. The U. S. Army is responsible for 
the activation, training, and contro] of all 
antiaircraft artillery units and individuals 
assigned thereto, except as provided is para- 
graphs b and c below. 

b. The U. S. Air Force will train and con- 
trol all antiaircraft artillery units and indi- 
viduals assigned or attached for air defense 
purposes. 

ec, The U. S. Army will provide sufficient 
antiaircraft artillery units and personne! to 
accomplish the antiaircraft artillery require- 
ments of air defense to the U. S. Air Force; 
and further, provide sufficient antiaircraft 
units and personnel for integrated air de- 
fense training. 

7. Employment of Antiaircraft Artillery in 
the Zone of Interior—It is agreed that the 
joint agreement signed by General Spaatz 
and General Devers should continue for the 
present, 

8. Responsibilities for Civilian Components— 
The Army will retain responsibility for Army 
units. The Air Force will assume responsi- 
bility for Air Force units. 

9. Atlacation of Troop Snaces—a. of the 1.- 
070,000 military troop space requirements of 
War Department, the initial U. 8, Air Force 
troop space allotment will be 401.382 (gener- 
ally composed as indicated for 30 June 1947 
in the War Department Troop Program of 
1 December 146). 

b. The initial U. S. Air Force troop space 

allotment will be adjusted as functions and 
responsibilities are transferred between U. 
S. Air Force and U. S. Army. 
10. Allocation of Civilian Personnel—a, The 
U. 8. Air Force will assume the function of 
authorizing and allocating its civilian per- 
sonnel world wide. Further negotiation is 
necessary to determine the final allocation 
of graded civilian positions authorized by 
and subject to provisions of Section 14 Pub- 
lic Law 390 (176,000) to be transferred to 
Air Force control. 

b. It is agreed that no effort should be 
made, at this time, to divide the 40,000 
civilians available to the Army and Air 
Forces over and above Public Law 390 and 
Public Law 106. 

11, Processing, Reviewing and Approval of 
Tables of Organization and Equiment and 
Tables of Allowances—Each department will 
process, review, and approve its own Tables 
of Organization and Equipment, EMLs and 
Tables of Allowances. The procedures for 
procurement of equipment and coordination 
between the Army and the Air Force must 
be worked out by Assistant Chief of Air 
Staff-4 and the Director, Service, Supply, and 
procurement Division, WDGS. 
12. Preparation, Processing and Approval of 
Tables of Allowances for Joint Air-Ground 
Activities.—Either department will be au- 
thorized to initiate joint tables of allow- 
ances. The initiating department must co- 
ordinate such tables with the other depart- 
ment and secure joint approval for publica- 
tion. 
13, Separation of Mobilization and Demobili- 
ti PI ing—Each department will per- 
form mobilization and demobilization plan- 
ning for its respective Department as di- 
rected and coordinated by higher authority. 
14, Allocation of Mobilization Respersibili- 
ties—The United States Air Force will have 
the responsibility for mobilizing all units 
and personne] which make up the Air Force 
command structure world wide. The fact 
that units are common is coincidental, Units 
which will perform common functions to be 
accomplished through cross service will be 
mobilized by the department supplying the 
cross service. 
15. Weather Service — United States Air 
Forces will be responsibile for maintenance 
of meteorological service for operation of the 
Air Forces and provision of meterological 
service for the Army, except Army meteoro- 
logical ballistics data which will remain in 
the Army. 
16. Responsibility fer Airborne Training—a. 
The U. S. Army, acting in coordination with 
the U. S. Navy and the U. 8. Air Force, is 
responsible for the airborne training of the 
U. S. Army. 

b. The U. S. Air Force, acting in coordina- 
tion with the U. 8S. Navy and the U. S. Army, 
is responsible for the airborne training of 
the U. 8, Air Force. 

ec. The U. 8S. Air Force is responsible that 
sufficient troop carrier units are maintained 
and made available to the U. S. Army to 
provide for the integrated training of such 
units with elements of the United States 
Army. 

d. The U. S. Air Force is further responsi- 
ble that adequate troop carrier units are 
maintained and made available to the U. 8. 
Army to support airborne operations inci- 
dent to land operations. 








17. Responsibility for Amphibious Training— 
Amphibious training will be conducted in 
two phases; that conducted individually by 
each department and that conducted jointly. 
The training conducted individually will be 
preparatory to joint participation and will 
be conducted individually by each depart- 
ment, : 
a, Matters requiring Joint (Army, Navy 
and Air Force) coordMmation controlled from 
a higher level than the,Departments will be 
considered at a later date. 
18. Responsibility for Foreign Training — 
Unless modified by higher authority it is 
agreed that the procedure to be followed in 
foreign training is that foreign nationals 
will be trained by the counterpart in the 
United States of the foreign military or Air 
Force of which the foreign national is a 
representative. 
19. Procedure for Education in Civilian 
Schools—The requirements for education in 
civilian schools will be determined by each 
department individually, These requirements 
will be submitted to higher authority for ap- 
proval or adjustment consistent with the 
total requirements of all departments and 
within the capabilities of civilian institu- 
tions, The program will be controlled by each 
department individually. 
20. Control and Operation of Joint Schools— 
The operation of the Joint Schools will con- 
tinue to be controlled from a higher level of 
authority than the departments. 
21. Exchange of Officers for Training and In- 
doctrination—A free exchange of officers for 
training and indoctrination will be provided 
to include the school systems, commands 
and headquarters of the departments. 
22. Training of Common Type Specialists—A 


common type specialist is defined as an in- | 


dividual whose training qualifies him to per- 
form an identical function in either service. 
These specilists cannot necessarily he iden- 
tified by Specification Serial Number com- 
mon to both services. Common type special- 
ists should be trained by the department 
having predominate interest in that specialty. 
The predominately interested department 
should be determined by mutual agreement 
or where agreement cannot be reached, by 
direction from higher authority. After this 
determination is made, both departments 
(The Navy to be included later) should par- 
ticipate in the training by assignment of 
personnel for the school overhead. The nec- 
essary troop basis should be allocated to 
each department to meet the requirements for 
participation. 

23. Responsibility of Army and Air Force 
with Respect to Liaison Squadrons and 
Training of Liaison Aircraft Specialists of 
Ground Units — a, The United States Air 
Force is responsible that liaison. squadrons 
are organized, equipped and operated in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the United 
States Army for such squadrons. 

b. The United States Air Force is respon- 
sible for providing the necessary individual 
training of specialists, including pilots, to 
operate and maintain liaison aircraft and re- 
lated equipment assigned as organic equip- 
ment to tactical ground Table of Organiza- 
tion and Equipment units. 

ec, The Chief of Staff, U. S. Army, is respon- 
sible for the training in tactical employment 
of pilots of ground units equipped with Table 
of Organization and Equipment liaison air- 
craft.

National Guard Day 

The first National Guard Day, pro- 
claimed by the President to honor those 
who served and are serving their country 
as citizen soldiers, was observed through- 
out the nation 16 Sept. 

National Guard Day also marked the 
opening of a two-month recruiting cam- 
paign. Objective of the campaign, known 
as “Operation 88,888,” is to recruit an 
additional 88.888 men, or approximately 
a man a minute. 

The strength of the National Guard as 
of 1 Sept. was 117,123 men. It has been 
assigned the mission of an M-Day force 
of 682,000. 

General Lucius D. Clay, Commander in 
Chief, European Command, issued the 
following statement on the observance of 
National Guard Day: 

“Seven years ago today, the National Guard 
of the United States entered federal services 
because of the events which preceded World 
War II, During that conflict, as in the Na- 
tion’s previous wars, the National Guard 
made a brilliant contribution to victory. Nine 
divisions fought in Europe or Africa; a like 
number in the Pacific. 

“But the National Guard's service to the 
Nation is not confined to war time; in peace- 
time it serves during disasters or other emer- 
gencies. 

“We of the occupation force in Europe ex- 
tend greetings on National Guard Day to 
that fine organization whose ranks incinde 
veterans who fought their way into Germany 
and helped pave the way for the Nazis’ un- 
conditional surrender, We are proud that we 
are all comrades in arms in the service of 
the Army of the United States.”

2. The Department of the Air Fore 
was established on a parity with the 
Army and Navy. 

3. The Joint Chiefs of Staff was give, 
permanent legal status. 

4. Cabinet status of the Secretarie 
of War and Navy was abolished. Beside 
taking new titles, these officials were re 
moved from the line of Presidentia] sye 
cession, and the Secretary of Defense jp. 
serted in their place. 

Immediately after the ceremony, 
meeting of the members of the Nationa) 
Military Establishment was held in the 
Navy Department to discuss some of 
the immediate problems facing the newly 
formed organization. Attending the meet.

Each of the four new appointees has 
been serving in the Office of the Secre 
tary of the Navy, performing duties 
similar to those to be performed for the 
Secretary of Defense. 

The chairmanship of the Research and 
Development Board apparently will re 
main with Dr. Vannevar Rush, who has 
held this post since the Roard was first 
established by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
a year ago. The unification act creates 
the Research and Development Board 
on a permanent basis. 

Appointment of General Carl Spaatz 
as Chief of Staff of the new U. S. Air 
Force is expected. 

The new Secretary of Defense will 
have his offices in the Pentagon Building, 
and it is rumored that the Chief of Naval 
Operations and some of his staffs may 
move there at an early date. 

At Mr. Forrestal’s swearing-in cere 
mony was General A, A, Vandegrift, 
USMC, Commandant of the Marine 
Corps. 

Representing Departments of the Fed- 
eral Government were Secretary of Com- 
merce W. Averill Harriman, Secretary 
of the Interior Jnlins Krug, and Under 
Secretary of State Robert A. Lovett.

for a minimum of 12 days and a max» 
mum of 30 days, including travel time. 
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
